The Agent to the Governor General in Central India has, in addition 
to the Central India four other subordinate Political Agencies, 

entruste<l witli tlie immediate ])oliti(‘al charge of the States, (^hiefships 
and Guaranteed Estates named in the list belowV In all these areas the 
Political authorities posvsess jurisdiction in ciimiiial matters in respect 
of Europeans, Pritish subjects, Americans and Government servants. 
In certain States and Chiefsliips they exercise further residuary juris- 
diction which extends to the trial of all heinoiLs offences by whomsoever 
committed. And in some (iuaranteed Estates, where the suzerain Dar- 
bars have no civil and criminal jurisdiction, they aLso hear certain civil 
and criminal cases and appeals.

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Cancellation and savings, 

23. The notifications of the Governinent of India in tlie Foreign 
Department 'No. 302-G., dated the 15th February, 1911, applying the

I. Foi‘ the purpose of these rules — 

(/) ‘ Local Authoriiy ’ means the Cantonment Authority in the 
Cantonments of Mhow. Nimac'h and Xawgong, and the 
Lazar Authority in llie Indore Residency Bazars. 

(n) ‘ Local limits ’ means the limits of the Cantonments of Mhow, 
Tsimach and Nowgong and of the Indore Residency Bazars, 
respectively. 

II. No hackney carriage shall he let to hire, or taken to ply, or 
oh'eicd for hire, excej)! undei' a (‘airiag(‘ license. 

III. No person shall aci as driver of a hackney carriage except under 
a driver’s license. 

IV. Hackney carriages sliall he of three (dasses, of the descriptions 
specified in the second column of the first schedule hereto annexed, an<l 
the number oi ])assengers and weight of pro])erly whi(‘h each may carry, 
and the license fee to he paid in respect of each shall he as stated in 
the corresponding entries in the third, fourth and fifth columns of that 
schedule. But the Ijocal Authority may estahlish a special class, and 
prescribe a special license on such terms as it may think fit, for carriages 
of a distinctly supeiior type and may exeinj)t carriages of tliai class from 
all or any of the provisions of these rules. 

V. The license required by rules II and III shall he granted by a 
Licensing Officer appointed for the purpose by the Ijocal Authority, and 
shall be issued for the financial year, namely, from the 1st April to the 
31 st March, or the portion thereof still remaining at the date of the grant 
of the license. 

VI. Applications for carriage licenses shall he submitted to the 
Licensing Officer stating the class in which it is desired that the carriage 
may be licensed, and the carriage, together with the animals and harness 
to be used with it, shall be produced for the inspection of the Licensing 
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Officer at such time and place as he may appoint. It shall be in the 
discretion of the Ijicensing* Officer, after sii<*h inspection, whetlier to grant 
the application or not. 

VII. When an appIi(‘ation under rule VI is granted, the Licensing 
Officer shall Forthwith issue a license under his signature, together with 
u card or metal plate which he shall cause to be affixtnl to the carriage in 
some conspicuous place, and sliall enter thereon, as also in a regnster 
to be maintained by liim, the following pai ticiila) s : — 

(1) The number assigned to the carriage. 

(2) The (‘lass in wliich it is licensed. 

(d) I’he Tiame and residen(‘e of the person to whom the license is 
issued, wlio thereupon shall be deemed for the purposes of 
these rules to be the owner of the (‘arriage. 

(4) The description, number and height of the animals to be 

employed in drawing the carriage, or the number only if 
it is to he drawn by camels or bullocks. 

(5) The number of passengers and the weight of luggage that the 

carriage may carry. 

(6) The date of issue and the date of expiry of the license. 

The entries in the Intense and in the register shall be in English, 
and on the card or metal plate in English and ITiiidi. 

Vlil. On the issue of u licemse under rule VII, file owner shall cause 
its number and class to be distincdly }>ainted on tlie outside of the earriagv* 
in Hindi, and also in English if it is <d tlie first or second class, and 
shall also affix in a consj>icuou8 place in the inside of tlie carriage a 
schedule in English and Hindi of the rates of fare chargeable under 
these rules for carriages of its class. 

IX. Camel and bullock carriages and eJvkas must carry one good and 
sufficient light placed, in the case of ekkas, ou the right-hand side. All 
other hackney carriages must carry two carriage lamps of the usual 
pattern, properly fixed with clean glasses. 

X. (1) If the owner of a licensed hackney carriage (teases to ply it for 
hire, or changes his residence, he vshall notify the fact in writing to the 
Licensing Officer within one week. 

(2) If the owner of a licensed hackney carriage disposes of it to any 
other person, the license shall cease to be in force, until such person 
notifies the transfer, together Avith his name and residence, in writing 
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to the Licensino- Officer, who thereupon shall aiuencl the license and the 
register accordingly on ]>aYniont of a fee of one nipee. 

XL Ap]di(*ati()i»^ for driver's licenses shall he i)resented in person to 
the Tiic en^ing OHi< ci* in whose disc-retion it shall rest whetliei* to grant 
sanc tion theivlo or not. Sanction shall he refused if the Licensing ( KBcer 
considers an applicant incompetent to drive, 

XI I. AVhen an api>lication nnder rule XT is granted, the Licensing 
Offic er shall forthwith sign and issue to the applicant, on ])ayinent of a 
fee of eight annas, a nnmhered license specifying his name and father’s 
name, the class of carriage which he is licensed to drive, and the date of 
issue and the date of expiry of his license, togetlier with a 
non-translcrahle metal badge or ticket hearing the niimhei of his 
license. The Licensing Officer .^hall also enter the licensee’s name and 
father's name, age and residence, together with the number of his license 
in a register to lie maintained by him for the purpose. 

XIII. Every licensed driver — 

(m must, while on duty, he sufficiently and cleanly clad; 

{b) must maintain his badge or ticket and license in good and 
legible condition, must carry the same with him while on 
duty and must produce his license when required hy a 
Magistrate or other person authorised in that behalf by the 
Local Authority; and 

ic) must deposit his badge or ticket with the Licensing Officer 
if he discontinues his employment temporarily or otherwise. 

The Licensing* tffficer may suspend or revoke a driver's license for 
any breach of these requirements. 

XIV. It shall be the duty of the owner of a licensed hackney 
carriage — 

^a) to maintain in a good and legible condition the card or plate 
affixed to the carriage under rule and the painted sign 

and schedule of fares required by rule VIII ; 

(?>) to see that the carriage, animals and harness are in a service- 
able condition and properly kept, and to carry out any 
instructions that he may receive f.^om the Tjicensing Officer 
in that respect; 

(c) to see that the yard, premises and stabling in wffiich the 
carriage and animals are kept are clean and in good order, 
and to carry out any instructions that he may receive in 
that respect from any offic ers appointed in that behalf by 
the Local Authority; and 
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i^d) to iittoiul in peisoiu <>r to raiist* ^oiue responsible person to be 
present, on tke premises to supply the carriage when 
required. 

The Licensing Officer may suspend or revoke a carriage license tor any 
breach of these requirements. 

XV. An appeal shall lie to the liocal Authority from any order of 
the Licensing Officer under these rules. 

XVI. The Local Authority may determine tlie placeN wheie hackney 
carriages sliall be allowed to wait for hire and may prohibit them trom 
doing so at any oilier place. 

XVII. The rates of fare specified in the second schedule hereto 
annexed shall be cluiiged and ]>aid for tfie hiie of hackney ca ri'iuge-. 
Fares for distances beyond local limits must he settled by private agree- 
ment. Nothing contained in these rules shall prevent any owner <d ti 
hackney carriage from contracting for the hire of such carriage by the 
day or month on such terms as may ])e arranged between the owner and 
the hirer. 

X\71l. 'The diivei- of a backney carriage is entitled to elain; hi- 
discharge from any hirer after having been employed by such hirer 
for a whole clay of nine hours, or at any time in case of himself being 
sick or his animal being lame or sick, provided that in either ease he 
supplies another hackney carriage to the liirer, if re([uired to do so and 
if another can be found. A driver or owner may refuse to let his 
carriage in the same circumstances or when asked to ply beyoiul loral 
limits, and shall be bound to do so when asked to carry a greater nni»d>er 
of passengers or a greater weight of projierty than lie is liceiisetJ 
to carry; or any ])erson suffering from a contagious or inteetious 
disease oi' a corpse* or dead l>ody. Should it come to the knowledge ot ai^v 
owner or driver that his carriage has been used to convey a person suffer- 
ing from an infections or contagious disease, lie shall at once report the 
fact to the Idcerising Officer and shall not allow his carriage again to 
be used until it has been disinfected to the satisfaction of the Licensing'* 
Officer. 

XIX. It shall he incumbent on the driver and owner of a hackney 
carriage in which any property is left to take it, unless sooner claimed 
by the owner, to the nearest Police Station within twenty-four hours. 
The Police officer in chaige shall thereupon forward tin* property to the 
l)istri(‘t Magistrate, or such o^ffi(‘<ev as he may appoint, who shall forth- 
with enter in a book to be kept for that purpose the description of it 
and the name and the address of the driver who found it. The property 
may be returned to any ])erson claiming it on satisfactory proof that lie 
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is the owner, after payment of all expenses incurred and of a reasonable 
leward to the driver to be fixed by the said Magistrate ; but if it is not 
claimed and title to it established within one year after it has been 
deposited, it may be sold or otherwise disposed of and the proceeds, 
after deducting the expenses, shall be given half to the <lriver and half 
to the funds of the Local Authority. 

XX, Licenses may be suspended or revoked by order of a Magistrate, 
in any case which may come before him, on proof of any breach of these 
rules or of any of the following acts: — 

(1) Allowing an unlicensed hackney carriage to ply for hire. 

(2) Employing or permitting an unlicensed driver to drive a 

hackney carriage. 

(3) An owner or driver of a hackney carriage, beating cruelly, 

illtreating, overdriving, torturing or causing or procuring 
or permitting ariy animal drawing the same, io be cruelly 
beaten, ill-treated, overdriven or tortured, or carrying a 
greater number of passengers or a greaier weight of pro- 
perty than he is licensed to carry. 

(4) An owner or driver of a hackney carriage harnessing or 

driving, or permitting to be harnessed or driven, any animal 
which from sickness, age, wounds or other causes is unfit 
to be harnessed or driven. 

(5) Being the driver of a hackney carriage who shall be drunk 

during hivS employment, or make use of insulting or abusive 
language, or gesture, or who shall wilfully obstruct or 
hinder the driver of any other carriage in taking up or 
setting down any person, or wlio shall wrongfully prevent 
or endeavour to prevent the driver of anotlier hackney 
carriage from being hired, or who being hired by time shall 
desert from the hiring before he has been discharged by 
the hirer.

demand more than the ])roper fare to which he is entitled 
under these rules or who shall lefuso to ply for hire or 
to admit and carry in his carriage a number of persons 
and amount of propeiiy for which it is licensed except on 
reasonable and suflicient grounds.

XI. Certificates of vaccination shall be in the form specified in 
Appendix A. 

XII. Certificates of unfitness for vaccination shall be in the form 
specified in Appendix B. 

XIII. The public Vaccinator shall, on the day on w^hich the vaccina- 
tion is performed, issue to the jiarent or gmu’diun of each child 
vaccinated by him a certificate of vaccination in Form A, and shall 
complete the certificate on the day of examination. He shall also issue 
to the parent or guardian a certificate in Form B of unfitness for vac- 
cination on account of every child found unfit on the day of its examin- 
ation. All cases of reported unfitness for vaccination shall be referred 
by the Vaccinator to the Superintendent, without whose countersigna- 
ture no certificate ivssued in Form B shall be valid.

XIV. The lymph used shall ordinarily be buffalo calf lymph, of 
which a sufficient supply shall be prepared and maintained at the vac- 
cination station throughout the season.

The lymph should be inserted on the cleansed site selected in at 
least four places. If the arm is selected and four insertions are made, 
these should be arranged in the form of a square or a diamond, with 
the deltoid insertion in the centre, the side of the square being about 1 
inch long. 

Vac( inaiion needles and ivory points will be supplied to the public 
vaccinator free of charge by the [Executive Officer.]^ 

XV. A record should be kept of the number of perfect vaccine vesi- 
cles whicli have lesulted in each case vaccinated. 

XVI. The ^[Cantonment Aiithority] shall take measure to prepare

1 . If in any house a ])erson becomes ill or dies of a disease which is 
known or suspected to be plague, the owner of sudi liouse or, if the owner 
be non-resident, ihe oc<‘ujuer and every head of a family resident there- 
in, shall forthwith report tlie occurrence of such illness or death at the 
nearest police station. 

2. If there is, or has been, resident in any house a person who has 
come from any [dai e in which plague is prevalent, the owner of sucli 
house or, if tlie owner b(‘ non-resident, the occupier and every head of a 
family resident tlierein, shall report at the nearest police station (!) 
the illness ol any person in such house, or (2) the death of any person 
in such house, immediately such illness is ap[)arent or death occurs. 

d. Any medical practitioner who (1) attends a case of illness in a 
house in whiili there is present a peison who has come from a place 
whc‘re [>lague is prevalent, or who (2) attends in any house a case in which 
he has rea.-^on t(» believe the sick person to he infected with |)lague, shall 
forthwith report such illness to the nearest police station. 

4. On receiving a report under rules 1, 2, or 3 the officer in charge 
ol the police station shall immediately report the matter to the Inspec- 
tor of Folice, ^[the Cantonment Authority] and Health Officer of the 
Cantonment.

If ihe person in ques- 
tion be a female the examination shall, if slie or lier lelatives so desire, 
be made through a fiunale doctor, Icmah* Il()>j>ital Assistant, or other 
female agency. 

!). If oil examination of a sick person in a Imusc or other ])lace within 
the limits of a Cantonment, the Health Officer sus])ects (1) that such 
person is infected with plague, or (2) coiisidios that h(‘ is atdually suffer- 
jug from jilague, the Health Oflicer may, if authorized on that behalf 
bv the Local Government, arrang(‘ foi’ the removal of siuh person (1) to 
an observation shed, or (li) to a temporary hospital established for the 
purpose, and for his detention, dieting, and medieval treatment therein, 
or (d) may arrange for the treatment of tht‘ case in the infected premises 
by isolation from the remainder of the occiipi(us or liy the removal of 
the healthy from the infected premises.

11. If a person is attaidted with plague while so segregated, the 
Health Officer shall remove such person to the temporary hospital, and 
shall keep under observation in a segregation hut, tent, or suitable

segregation huts, tents, or suitable structures established for the pur- 
pose in the neighbourhood. 

13. Tf plague ha^ become prevalent in a portion of a Cantonment, 
the Healtli Officer may, with ihe y»revious sanction of the Local Govern- 
ment, direct the inhabitants of any street, moliolhi, or other locality to 
evacuate (heir houses, to remove to a temporary settlement established, 
as a place of segregation, at a distance from the infected (juarter, and 
to remain in siudi settlement for so long* as he inav consider necessarv. 
After evacuation, the Health Officer shall arrange for the thorough disin- 
fection ami cleansing of the empty premises, and shall not permit the 
inhabitants to return until the premises are (‘oiisidcred free from infec- 
iiou.

to tlu^ disinfecting or burning of the clothing and jicrsonal effects, the 
disposal of any corn^e, or with respect to any othei* similar matter: he 
shall not depart from any such place ot detention without the permission 
of tile Health Offii'er.

1. Surveillance. — TJie aftiial work of siirToillaiioo (‘ini he^t 1)p per- 
foririecl by the people ihemselTes, and the inhalntnnis of towns should 
be en(‘Oiirn«ed and assisted 1o keep an organized survelllanee over persons 
arriving from infected areas. 

2. House visitation, etc . — -The measure pres('ribed by rule (S attacks 
the domestic* ])rivacy of tlie people, and should be employed only when 
it is clear that it will be effectual in saAMn^x them from disaster. Tt 
will be justifiable only Avhen ])laj:»‘ue exists in small and well defined 
areas. 


d. Henioval of patients . — This should be compulsory only in places 
and under circumstances Avhere it can be carried out so completely as 
to rendei* it an effectual precaution and in the case of persons Avho are 
left without any one to look after them or \Ad»o luni' no home. But OA^ery 
effort should be made to induce ])atients to co to hospitals and to lessen 
the aversion to luispitals by encouraging’ the establishment of piuvate 
and caste hospitals, by bxjating hospitals near infected (piarteis, by limit- 
ing the size of hospitals, so that patients may leceiA^e more individual 
attention, and accommodation may be more readily mad(» aA’ailable for 
their immediate families and friends, by arranging for the provision of 
an ade(juate number of medical attendants and nurses, and of ample 
and comfortable accommodation for patients, and by permitting at least 
two friends to be in attendance on each patient, so that the patient may 
never be left alone. In the case of moribund cases, it would not be 
humane to forcibly remove from his house a person Avho has not a fair 
chance of j‘(*covery, and this shoubi never be done except at the express 
wish of the friends of the patient. 

4. Evacuation of infected areas . — Climatic conditions are a most im- 
portant factor in determining Avhether e\uicuation can be carried out or 
not and before the people are subjected to the discomforts of evacuation 
during the rainy season, there should be no doubt that the hardship 
inflicted on them Avill in all probability yield a balance of advantage. 

5, Disinfection of houses, etc . — Disinfection of houses after evacua- 
tion shall at first he limited to removing tiles in ordej* to admit sun and 
air. No disinfecting or sanitary employes are to enter the houses until 
3 or 4 Aveeks have elapsed. After this they can be prepared for occu- 
pation by scattering kerosine oil emulsion in the rooms in order to 
destroy fleas. This emulsion is prepared as follows: — Three parts of 
-sunlight soap are dissolved in 15 parts of Avater, kerosine oil is added 
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to tlie soap solution f>*radually up to JOO parts. The oil and soap water 
should be mixed together shaking or stirring all the while. 

(a) Clothing, rags, and straw found in the houses should be 

removed into the open air by means of sticks to avoid hand- 
ling and sanitary coolies must be protected from fleas by 
bools and putties. Useless rags, etc., must be burnt, 

(b) If tlie regular destruction of rats is not being carried out before 

the advent of plague, this shall be done immediately 
plague threatens a Cantt)nment. A gang of men will be 
engaged to bait and place rat traps every evening collect- 
ing them next morning. Similarly others will place baits 
and ( ollect those not removed next morning. Poison can 
be ()))tained from Che E'opoi; Disinfecting Officer, Jiillun- 
der, Punjab. The rate campaign should be assiduously 
cariued out in infected ([uarters, and if possible in or 
alongside evacuated hous.es.

Rules, 

No. 1406-B.y dated tloe 2C>th July, 1921,— In. exercise of the powers 
conferred upon him by section 8 (1) of the Cinematograph Act, 1918, as 
applied to the Administered Areas in Central India, the Hon’ble the 
Agent to the Governor General in Central India is pleased to make, 
under sub-section (2). clauses (a) and (c) of that section, the following 
llules for the regulation of Oiiiematograpli Exhi])itions within the said 
Areas. 

These llules will come into effect on the 1st September, 1921. 

Rules. 

I. All applications for licenses for cinematograph exhibitions niust 
be made to the District Magistrate and be signed by the proprietor or his 
duly authorised agent. They must state the form in which the license 
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is required, tbe place in w liicli the exhibition is to be held, the method 
of illumination for the place and for the apparatus, and the seating- 
accommodation, and be acc ompanied bv the prescribed fee. 

II. When electric light is reasonably available for use, no other 
illumiiunit shall ))e used fo 2 ’ ihe purpose of the exhibition. In any case 
no illuminaiit other than electric light or limelight shall be used for the 
cinematograph apparatus. 

Ilf. When electric light is U'^ed the piucedure detailed in Schedule 
A must be observed, and when limelight is used, the procedure detailed 
in Schedule B must be observed. In all cases when electricity is the 
illuminant the installation shall be inspected, before any license is 
granted, by an officer to be nominated by the Superintending Engineer, 
who shall receive a fee of Us. 10 together with the travelling allowance 
admissible to him under the Civil Service Uegulations which will be 
payable by the licensee. 

IV. When in any individual case,* any de]»artuje from the Uules laid 
down in Schedule A is desired, a special application must be made to 
the lii*ensing authority, who, after the installation has }>een ins|)ected 
by the Superintending Engineer or his nominee, may approach the 
Ilon’ble the. Agent to the Governor General through the Secretary in the 
Public Works Department for a sns])ensH)n of any rule in that Schedule. 

V. Licenses shall bo in Eoim A and be subject to the conditions 
endorsed thereon, for exhibitions vhere the installaticms are of a per- 
manent nature, and in Form B and be subject to the conditions endorsed 
thereon, for exhibitions wlierc the installations aie located in temporary 
structures or buildings not specially constructed or adopted for cinemato- 
graph exhibitions. The licen^ing authority may add other conditions, 
not inconsistent with the Act lu- these rules, to meet a special case. 

VI. Licenses in Form A shall be for the period of not more than one 
year, those in Form B for not more than one luontli. 

VII. The application fee for a license in Form A shall be ten rupees, 
and in Form B two rupees. Any application under Exile IV shall 
bear a license fee of ten rupees. All fees, received under this Rule, 
shall be paid by chalan into the treasury of the Distiict in which the 
application is made. The licensing* authority shall have power to grant 
licenses free of fee for perfdrniances of a charitable or educational 
character.

Stress due to working pressure not to exceed 7^- tons per square inch, 
in lap-w’elded, or 8 tons per square inch in seamless cylinders. 

Caj:'bon in steel not to exceed 0*25 per cent, or iron to be less tlian 99 
per cent. 

Tenacity of steel not to be less than 26 or more ihau 33 tons per square 
inch. Ultimate elongation not less than 1-2 inches in 8 indies. Test- 
bar to be cut from finished annealed cylinder. 

Proof pressure in hydraulic test, after annealing 224 atmosphei'es^ or 
3,360 lbs. per square inch. 

Permanent stretch shown by water jacket not to exceed 10 per cent, of 
elastic stretch.

KeGULATTONS AVnUCAULE TO ALL CylINDKKS, 

Cylinders to be marked with a rotation number, a manufacturer's oi 
owner's mark and annealing mark with date, a test mark with date. The 
marks to he permanent and easily visible. 

Testing to be repeated at least every two years, and annealing at least 
every four years. 

A record to be kept of all tests. 

Cylinders which fail in testing to he destroyed or renderefl useless. 

Hydrogen and coal gas cylinders to be left handed threads for attach- 
ing corrections, and to be painted red. 
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The eompressiii" H])pnrat\is to have two pressure f'miges, and an 
autoruatic arrangement for preventing overcharging. The compressing 
apparatus for oxygen to be wbolly distinct and unconnected with the 
compi'cssing apparatus for hydrogen and coal gas. 

Cylinders not to be refilled till thcA liavo been emptied.

IG. The body of the cinematograph machine shall be constructed of 
metal or lined with metal or asbestos, in which ease there must be an 
air space between the metal and the asbestos lining. The bottom of the 
cinematograph machine must form a metal tray which shall be surrounded 
by a vertical edge at least one inch in depth. 

17. The cinematograph machine shall be provided with a metal shut- 
ter which can be readily inserted between the source of light and the 
film gate. 

18. This shutter shall be immediately drop]>ed in the event of any 
accident to the cinematograph machine or stoppage of the film and shall 
only be raised when the film is in motion for the purpose of projection. 
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19. The film gate shall be massive construction and provided with 
ample heat-radiating surface and the passage for the film shall be suffi- 
ciently narrow to prevent flame travelling upwaids or downwards from 
the light opening. 

20. All cinematograph machines shall be fitted with two metal film 
boxes of substantial construction and not more than fourteen inches in 
diameter, inside measurement, to and from which the films shall be made 
to travel. Such boxes shall be made to close in a manner which will 
prevent the ingress of fire and shall be so constructed as to prevent the 
passage of flame to the inferior of tlie film box. 

21. Spools, — Spools shall be chain or gear driven and film shall be 
wound upon spools so that the wound film shall not at any time reach 
or project beyond the edges of the flanges of tlie spool. 

22. Films, — All films when not actually passing through the lantern 
shall be enclosed in close metal boxes. 

23. Lightiny. — Where electric light is reasonably available for use, 
no other illuminant shall be used for the purpose of the exhibition. In 
any case, no illuminant other than electric light or limelight shall be 
used for the cinematograph apparatus. 

24. Lighting of auditorium, — Where electric light is used the proce- 
dure detailed in Schedule A appended to Rule III of the notification 
shall be observed and where limelight ivS used the procedure detailed in 
Schedule 11 of that rule shall be observed. 

25. Operators, — Not less than two, nor more than three, operators 
shall be engaged in manipulating each lantern, and no other persons 
shall be within ten feet of tlie lantern during the exhibition. The whole 
duty of one of the operators shall consist in taking charge of the films 
after they have passed through the laniern. Tlie person in charge of the 
machine shall be a qualified operator approved of by the licensing 
authority. 

2G. Fire precautions in enclosure, — Two liquid chemical extingui- 
shers, two buckets of sand, two buckets of water and a blanket shall be 
kept inside the enclosure. A large sponge shall be kept in one of the 
buckets of water. One liquid chemical extinguisher shall also be kept 
immediately outside the enclosure. 

27. Precautions, — The management and the cinematograph operators 
shall take all due precautions for the prevention of accidents and shall 
abstain from any act whatever which tends to cause fire and is not rea- 
sonably necessary for the purpose of the exhibition; no unauthorised 
individual shall be allowed in the enclosure. 

28. No alteration may be made in the structural lighting or seating 
arrangements, or in any of the other matters dealt with by the above

of such date and place to the claimant or olijccdor. Where objetdioii is 
taken to the entry of the name of any person iu the roll a (‘opy of the 
objection Avitli a notice of the date and place for hearing shall be sent to 
such person. A copy of the claim or objection stating the date and 
place fixed for hearing shall be placed on the Cantonment notice board. 
The notices issued under this sub-rule shall require the parties eonoeriied 
to produce on the date fixed for hearing any evideni e, oral or docu- 
fnentary, on which they rely. 
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(a?) When any copy or uoi ice is to be sent under danse (?) such copy 
or notice shall be delivered or sent by registered post to a claimant or 
objector to the address given in the claim or obje(‘tion and to the person 
objected to, to the address given in the roll. A copy or notice so delivered 
or sent shall ))e deemed to have been duly served. 

iin) Alter hearing the evidence, if any, adduced on behalf of the 
parties and after such further enquiry as he may deem necessary, the 
President or the Vice-President shall pass an order on the claim or 
objection and such order shall be final, riaims and objections shall 
ordinarily be decided within thirty days of the publication of the electoral 
roll. 

(?r) The record of the proceedings shall consist of the claim or objec- 
tion, a note of the date and pla<*e of hearing and ot the attendance of 
parties and witnesses ami an order stating as hrietly as po><ible the 
decision and Ihe grounds therefor. 

(?’) Appearance by (‘ounsel shall not he permitted. 

9. The Secretary, rantonmeiit Board, shall correct tlio rolls in

39. The reasonable expenses incurred l)y any person attending* to 
give evideiice may be allowed by the Distri(‘i Judge to such person and 
shall, unless the District Judge otherwise directs, be deemed to be part 
of the ('osts. 

40. (/) Costs shall be in tlie discretion of the District Judge, who 
shall have full power to determine by and to whom and to wliat extent 
('f»sts aie to be paid. The District Judge may allow interest on costs 
at a rate not exceeding six per cent, per annum, aud such interest shall 
be added to the costs. 
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(^) fees piiyable by a party in lespeot of the fees of his adversary’s 
pleader shall be such fees as the District Judoe may allow. 

41. An application for execution of an order relating to costs shall be 
presented to the District Judge, who sliall execute such order or cause 
it to be exe(‘uted in the same manner and by the same procedure as if it 
were a decree for the j)ayment of money made by himself in a suit. 

'Idle forms given in tlie scdiedule annexed to these lules, with 
siuh vaiiatioTis as tlie circumstances of eacli c ase may reipiire, shall be 
used for the j)urj)osos therein mentioned.

— The following' ivgulutiuiis 
made ])y the Cantonment Anlhoiity, Mhow, under section 44 (/) of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), UvS applied to the eantonnients of 
Mhow, Neemiuli and Nowgong, having been approved by the Agent to 
the Governor General in Central India as req^uired by section 44 (5) of 
the said Act, are hereby published for information. 

These regulations will come into force from the date of their publi- 
cation in the Gazette of India. 

Regulations providing for the meetings of the Cantonment Board, 
the conduct of proceedings thereat and the appointment of Committees, 
etc. 


finder section 44 {!) (a). 

1. An ordinary meeting of the Board shall be held on the ^[second 
and last Wednesdays ! of every month at the oliice of the Cantonment 
Board unless the President by order in writing otherwise directs. Such 
meetings will be held at 10 a,m. from 1st August to Slst March and at 
7 A.M. from 1st April to Slst July. 

Special meetings may be held at any time or place that the President 
may direct. 


Under section 44 {!) (b). 

2. In the case of an ordinary meeting notice shall be given to each 
(»f the members at least seven days ])efoi*e the meeting. 

d. In case of an emergent or special meeting notice be given not less 
than twenty-four hours before the meeting. 

4. Whenever a requisition is made under section 37 (2) Cantonment 
Act to hold a special meeting, such meeting shall be convened within 
four days from the date of the requisition but if the fourth day happens 
to be a holiday the meeting shall be (‘onveiied on the next working day. 

5. The notice to attend a meeting shall contain the time, the place 
and the date of the meeting and also a vshort agenda of the business to 
be transacted thereat. 

6. So far as circumstances admit, the Secretary shall as soon as may 
be before a meeting circulate to tlie members such correspondence relat- 
ing to any business to be transacted at the meeting as the president may 
consider it desirable that they should have an opportunity of peiuising 
before they meet,

20. After a motion has been read any member may propose an amend- 
ment thereto. A proposer may accept an amendment put forward in 
which case the amendment shall become the substantive motion. 

21. FiVery amendment must be relevant to the motion and may pro- 
pose a variation thereof, an addition tlieroto or an omission therefrom 
but no amendment shall be a direct negative of the motion before the 
Board nor shall it he the same in substance as any amendment already 
negatived at the same meeting. 

22. Any num])er of ameiidnients may be l)efore the Board at the same 
time })ut no member except in the alternative shall propose more than 
one aineiidmenl to the same motion. 

2d. No member except the proposer, or if the prt)poser waive his 
right the seconder if there be one, by way of I'ejoinder, shall without the 
pel mission of tlie presiding authority speak twice on any motion or 
amendment except to (w plain a misunderstanding.

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2. Definitions. — In these rules unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context, — 

(a) Accountant General ” means the Civil Accountant General 
or Civil Comptroller of Accounts; 

(b) the Act means the Cantonments Act, 1924, as applied 
to the Cantoniiients of Mhow, Nimach and Nowgong; 

(c) “Form ” means a Form contained in the Second Schedule 

to these rules; 

(d) President ’’ means the President of the Cantonment Board 
in a cantonment where such a Board has been constituted, 
and, in other Cantonments the Officer Commanding the 
Station ; 

(e) treasury ” means a Government treasury or sub-treasury or 

the Imperial Bank of India or any other bank to which 
Government treasury business has been entrusted and in- 
cludes a banker or person acting as a banker with whom a 
cantonment fund is deposited under Section 107 (2) of the 
Act ; 

(/) Treasury Officer includes a banker, or person acting as a 
banker with whom a Cantonment fund is deposited under 
Section 107 (2) of the Act. 

3. Effect of close holidays. — Wherever in these rules, any act or 
proceeding in the office of the Cantonment Authority, is directed or al- 
lowed to be done or taken on a certain day or within a prescribed period, 
then, if the office is closed on that day or on the last day of the prescribed 
period, the act or proceeding shall be deemed to be done or taken in 
due time if it is done or taken on the next day thereafter on which the 
office is open. 

Cantonment Fund. 

4. Credit of money received. — All money transactions to which any 
member of a Board, or any officer or servant of a Cantonment Authority 
is a party in his official capacity shall, immediately and without any 
reservation, be brought to account in the books of the Cantonment 
Authority, and all moneys received other than moneys withdrawn from 
the treasury to meet current expenditure, shall without delay be paid 
in full in the treasury, and shall be credited to the appropriate account, 
and shall not be utilised to meet current expenditure.

“ (Vrtified that a copy was kept in my office of the annual ac- 
count tor the year submitted to the Officer Commanding- 
in-Chief, the Command, with my endorsement No. , 
dated and that the aeeount has been <*om- 

pared witli local records and found coiret^t, snlqect to the 
following remarks.^^ 

13. (1) Consideration of audit note . — As soon as the audit note has 
been received in the office of the Cantonment Authority the same shall 
forthwith be taken into consideration and, wdiere there is a Board, the 
President shall convene a meeting of the Board to decide upon the 
action to be taken in regard thereto. The action so taken shall he 
indicated on an interleaved copy, or on the margin of the audit note,

whicli shall be sent to the Accountant General, as j)roniptly as possible 
and at the latest within three months of the date of receipt of the note. 
A copy shall at the same time be sent to the Officer Commanding-in*

office of the Cantonment Authority, and shall be placed before the audit 
officer at his next visit. 

(2) In cases where in the opinion of the Accountant General suit- 
able action has not been taken on the audit report, he shall send the* 
case for orders, to the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Command, or 
the Local Government or the Government of India as he thinks fit. 


Cantonment Fund Losses, Remissions^. 

^*[14. (1) Enquiry into losses . — Whenever any loss of Cauionment 
monies, stores or other property through embezzlement, fraud, theft, or 
other cause is discovered, a preliminary investigation sliall forth witli be* 
made into the loss by tlie Cantonment autliority or by some persoii ap])oint- 
ed in thivS behalf by the (^nitonment auth{)rity, and ihe resuli of such pre- 
liminary investigation, if the loss incurr(‘d exceeds ru])ees fifty, shall be 
reported forthwith by the Cantonment authority to the Offi<.‘er (^ommand- 
ing-iii-Chief, the t^)mmand, and to the A(*countant General. The Officer 
Coinmanding-in-( 'hief, the Command, shall, if necessary, airange witli 
the Accountant General for an expert examination of ac(‘ounts in con- 
nection with the loss. The Officei (\)mmauding-in“Chief, the Com- 
mand, shall, if necessary, then cause the matter to be investigated by 
a Committee of Inquiry consisting of the '^[Inspecting officer], Militar\ 
Lands and Cantonments of the Conimand, as President, and iwu othei 
officers nominated by the Officer Commanding-in-Cliief, the Command, 
who shall arrange for such expert and other evidence as may he re- 
quired for the purposes of the enquiry. When the matter has been 
fully enquired into by the Coinmittee of In(]uiry, a report shall be 
submitted to the Accountant General and the Government of India 
showing the total sum of money lost, the circumstances in which the 
loss took place and the steps taken or recommended to reajfrver the money 
and to punish the offenders, if any. The subnjission of such report 
shall n('i in any case debar the local authorities from taking any action 
which may be deemed necessar\% 

(2)^ Money, the value of stores or other property thus lost, shall not 
be written off the accounts except with the sanction of the Governor

Issue of Duplicate Receipts ami ]^our]iers. 

15. Issue of duplicate receipts and couchrrs. — The Executive Officer 
or other official shall not issue duplicates or (opies of receipts granted 
for money received, or duplicates or copies of bills or other documents 
for the payment of money which has already been paid, on the allega- 
tion that the originals \u\xe been lost. Tf any necessity arises for such 
a document, a certificate may be given that on a specified day, a certain 
sum on a certain account, was received from or paid to a certain persoii. 
In the case of a bill or deposit repayment voiuher passed for payment 
at a treasury but lost before encashment or payment, the officer who 
drew the oiiginal bill cu* voucher should ascertain from the treasury 
that payment has not been made on the original before he issues a 
diipli(‘ate, which should bear distinctly ou its face the word dupli- 
cate written in red ink. 


Chapter II. — Budget Estimates. 


Preparation and Submission . 

16. (1) Submission of hud yet estimate. — On or before the 1st dey of 
September in each year, the Cantonment Authority shall submit to 
the Officer Commandiiig-iii-Chief, the Command, a budget estimate

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of the receipts (including* gj*ants-iii-aid reciuived, if any) to be paid into, 
and of the expenditure to l)e imuiTed from, the cantonment fund for 
the ensuing financial year. 

(2) The l)udgei estimate shall be drawn up in horin No. (Jant. 1-B 
and shall be (‘ousidered and })assed by the Cantonment Authority before 
submissioji to the Officer Comjuanding-in-Chief, the Command. 

IT. Preparation of budget esii inaf ea . — The following general }'ules 
shall be observed in pre])aring tlie budget estimate: — 

(a) The estimate of income shall be based upon a comparison of 

the last three years’ receipts and, in the case of tixed 
inciune, upon the actual demands, inclusive of any arrears 
due ^^hich are likely to he realised. When re(‘eipts are 
rising or falling, and the three years’ averages are decep- 
ti\e, a ]*ise or fall as the case may be, may l)e provided in 
the bmlget esthnate, suitable explanatoiy notes being added 
for each iniportant variation. 

(b) The estimate of expenditure on fixed estahlishinents as A\idl 

as fixed monthly recairring charges on account of lent, 
allowances, etc., shall be made according to the actual 
sanctioned scale, irrespective of savings, and shall ])rovide 
for the grc'ss sanctioned j>ay without deductions of any 
kind. Tn the case ot progressive salaries, the rates of pay 
which will }>o due on^ the 1st Re])teml)er of the year to 
which tlie Imdget r(‘lates shall be adopted. 

(c) Foi* contingent t*xpendiiure, the estimates shall be based 

upon the average actual expenditure of the past three 
years, exclusive of any special items of expenditure tliat 
may have iieen incurred during those years. 

(d) The budget estimates shall be framed so as to provide for a 

closing balance of not less than 10 per cent, of the esti- 
mated ordinary annual expenditure. 

(<) The invested funds of the Cantonment Authoriiy shall uot 
be shown in the opening and closing balances; but details 
thereof aijcording to face value shall be given in Appendix 
B to the budget estimate. 

18. Sanction of budget es^tiwnte , — The Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief the Command, may sanction the budget estimate, provided that, 
if the budget estimafe j)rovides for a grant-in-aid from the Govern- 
ment of India, or if in the opinion of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, 
the Command, the budget estimate requires modification for any reason, 
he shall submit it with his recommendations for the orders of the Gov- 
ernor General in Council. 
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19. Paytneuts from caul onnieul fund. — Nt) money shall be paid 
from the cantonment fund unless the expeiulituie is either; — 

(а) provided for in the original or revised budget estimate as 

sanctioned, or 

(б) sanctioned by the t)tti<*er (’omiuandiug-iu-(iaef\ the Com- 

mand ; 

Provided that in the (‘u^e of ie\i^ion of i'>tjd>lidLment, or of ex- 
penditure on original work^, no expendituie sliall be s;ni(‘t ioned unless 
detailed proposals or estijiiates havc^ been piepan^d and samtiimed by 
competent authority.

20. (i) UcHi pprnpriat ions, — X CanJonment Autiioiity .sliall not incui 
expenditure foi* which no provision exist, undei* any of tlie head'- ot the 
budget estimale, or in excels t>f tlie amount j)i‘ovided under any head, 
wiilioui making' provision for tlu* exees'- by re-appi oj)i iat ion fi'om some 
other head under whidi saving-s ar(‘ aseeriained or anlieipatod. 

(2) Ap])li(*ati(uis for ie-appro])riation of fund^ sluill be aci'ompaii un! 
))\ a re-appropriation statement in ¥orm Xo. Cant. 2-1C 

21. Sanction for re-a ppropriai ion , — The (’aiitoiiment Authority 

may — 

(a) W'ifh ilu‘ j)revious sanction of the Oliiter Commanding-in- 

Chief, tlu‘ Command, re-appropriate any sum from one 
major head of the budget estiinate to another; 

(6) re-appropriate any sum from one juinor head of the budget 
estimate to another minor head under the same major 
head ; 

Provided that tJie (’antonment Authority may not — 

{a) employ the allotment for original works otherwise than as 
proposed in Poiiu Xo. Cant. 2-lC without the previous 
sanction of the Officer Commanding-in-Chief, the Com- 
mand, or 

(b) utilise for (dlier purposes any portion of grant-in-aid contri- 

bution given for a specific purpose. 

Explanation. — The following are examples of major and minor 
heads : —

Inevitable Fayntents. 

22. Faymcnf uj nwncy due . — Tlie Avaiit of provision in the budget 
-estimates or the teniporary exhaustion of the budget allotment under 
any head, shall not operate to prevent payment or retuiul of any money 
due by a Cantonment Authority, or to prevent record of any actual 
payment under its pro])er liead of a(‘t.ount. Such claims shall be met 
by re-appropriation or by re-casting* the budget estimate in accordance 
with rules 20 and 21. All liabilities shall be liquidated without delay, 
and in no circumstances shall a liability be allowed to stand over to 
be paid from the budget grant of the following year, nor shall pay- 
ments or refunds be postponed to tlie last days of a month or the last 
month of the financial year. 


Chapteii III. — Office Accovnts. 

Receipt of in on ey . 

23. Receipts to he entered in cash hook . — All monies received for 
credit to the cantonment fund shall be entered in the general cash 
book, either directly or through a subsidiary legister in Form No. 
(/ant. 3-1}. 

24. (1) Receipts . — With the exception of grants-in-aid and fines, and 
other monies for which a special receipt foim has been prescribed else- 
where, all monies received in the office of the Cantonment Authority 
Irouj persons other than (‘antonment officials, shall be acknowledged 
by a receipt in Form No. Cant. 4-B. 

(2) The counterfoil of the receijd shall he signed by the cashier, if 
any, in token of receipt of the money, by the official in charge of the 
general cash hook or subsidiary register in token of entries having been 
made therein, and by the Executive Officer. The receipt shall be signed 
by the Executive Officer after he has verified that the money received 
has been correctly recoided in the general cash hook or in a subsidiary 
register. 

25. Remittance by cantonvieni official . — A remittance to the office of 
the Cantonment Authority, made by a cantonment official shall, in the 
ordinary course, be accompanied by a duplicate chalan in Form No. 
Cant. 5-B. 

The duplicate foil of the chalaa shall be returned to the official 
concerned, and the original, after it has been initialled by the cashier 
and official in charge of the general <*asb book, shall be retained as a 
-voucher in the office of the Cantonment Authority. 
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lieniittances to Treasury. 

26. Daily remittance to treasury . — All monies received for credit to 
tlxe cantonment fund shall be remitted to the treasury daily. In no 
circumstances shall the amount left in the custody of the cashier exceed 
the security furnislied by him and all money in hand on the last voic- 
ing day of ea(‘h month shall be remitted on that day. The money shall be 
accompanied by a duplicate chalati in Form No. Cant. 5-B and the 
remittance shall be entered in the general cash booic under the initials 
of the Executive Officer. The duplicate foil of the chalan, when re- 
ceived back signed from the treasury, shall be used as a voucher for the 
remittance and may either be filed separately or, if convenient, pasted 
in the page of the cash book. 

In any circumstances in which the balance in hand is temporarily 
in excess of the cashier’s security, the Executive Officer shall make 
special arrangements for the safe custody of the same. 

27. Remittance to treasury by cantonment official . — When a remit- 
tance is made by an official of the Cantonment Authority direct to the 
treasury for credit to the cantonment fund, it shall be accompanied by 
a chalan in triplicate in Form No. Cant. 5-A-B, of wffiich one foil shall 
be retained in the treasury, and of the other tw’o foils, which shall he 
returned duly receipted by tbe treasury, one shall be retained as his 
receipt by the official who made the remittance, and the other sent to 
the cantonment office, wffiere the amount entered therein shall he 
brought to account in the general cash book. 

Pass book. 

28. Pass hook . — All sums paid into the treasury on account of the 
Cantonment Authority and all payments made on cheques, shall he 
entered in a pass hook in Form No. Cant. 6-B, which shall be sent with 
each remittance and on the last working day of the month, to the 
treasiiiy to he written up. At the close of each month, the entries on 
each side of the pass book shall be totalled and a balance struck uuder the 
signoture of the Treasury Officer. In no circumstances shall any entries 
be made in the pass book except by the treasury officials, and if any 
mistake is detected in the Treasury Pass Book the Executive Officer 
•ehall bring it to the njotice of the Treasury Officer who shall at once 
correct it under his dated initials. 

Payment of money. 

29. Method of payment. — Ordinarily, payments shall be made by 
>cbeqtie but sums of less than Rs. 20 may be paid from permanent ad- 
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vances, wliere payment by rlieque is not specifically prescribed by these 
rules. 

30. fl) Payment of hills . — Every iteiu of expenditure shall be en- 
tered in a bill in the form prescribed by ibis Code. Bills and other 
voiicliers presented for payment shall be examined by the Executive 
Officer or other officer appointed by the (’antonment Authority in this 
behalf, and, if the claim is admissible, the authority good, the signature 
true and in order, and tlie receipt a legal quittance, he shall make an 
order to pay on the bill and sign it. The officer making a payment 
order shall be personally responsible that the bill is complete and 
afford-; sufficient infoiauation as to the nature of the [>ayment, and that 
the payee actually receives llie sum passed. 

V2) After the order to pay has l)een entered on the bill and passed, 
the payment shall be made either by cheque diauu in the name of the 
payee or in cash from the permanent advance. In the former case, 
tlie leqiiisite entry shall he made in the general cash book ami the bill 
having been stamped ‘‘paid l)y che(|ue No. , dated 

--hall be fibnl. In the latter ( ase tlie bill having keen ‘-tanijn**! 
“paid in cash shall be letaiiied in the custody of the holder of the 
permanent advance and the requisite entry shall be made by him in 
his permanent advance account. 

(•1) Everv payment ordei* >iiall ]>e made on a bill, a note beijiji' nimle 
oil tlie file concerned reteriu'ng to the number and date of the loll. A 
refert'uce sluill also l)e inadt* on flu* bill to the file to wlilch it ajiper- 
tains. 


Chcffues. 

31, (I) (‘]ie(iuc hiHfhs. — (’ij(3,|ues. shall he in counterfoil in Fmiu No. 
Cant. 7-B, and each ( heijiie shall hear a book number and a serial num- 
ber, The (dieque book number and tlie serial number of eaidi cheque 
sliall be machine-numbered. All cheque forms, with counterfoils, shall be 
bound in books whicli shall be kept locked in the personal (Uistody of the 
drawing officer, who shall notify to the treasury upon whicli he draws, 
the number of the (*he([ue book and the number of cht^ques (*outained in 
the book which he from time to time brings into use. 

(2) On receipt of a cheque book the drawing officer shall record on 
it the number of forms it contains. When relieved of his office, he 
shall take a receipt for the number of cheques made over to his suc- 
cessor, and shall send to the treasury a specimen of the relieving officer’s 
signature. 

32. (1) Issue of cheques . — Every cheque shall be signed by the 
Executive Officer: provided that, in the case of a part-time Executive 
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Officer, cheques lor sinus in excess ol Iwu hundred rupees shall he 
signed hy ihe President, tu* in his ahseiice, hy the \ ice-President. 

(2) No cheque shall lie signed unless required lor innnediaie deli- 
very to the payee, or l)e drawn in faAour oi any other jjei’son than the 
actual pa yet*. 

('!) All cheques shall hear the pi<‘s<*ril}ed stamp duty of one anna 
and on eatdi an amount slightly in excess ot the sum itu' which the 
cheque is drawn, shall he Avritten aci'oss it at right angles to the type, 
as a projection against fraud. 

E.vaniples . — A(‘ross a rheque drawn tor Rs. 4il-hh0 there shall he

3d. Currency of cheques. — No cheque sliall he current for more than 
three months fjoin the date on whi<‘h it was drawn. After the expira- 
tion ot that ])ej‘iod ])ayment shall ))e jefused at the treasury, and it 
shall he necessary for the i)erson in wjiose favour the clieque was drawn 
to return it. In the evmit of a ch(*qiie ]H*ing so returned, no fresli cheque 
shall he issued, l)ut the lapsed che<}ue shall he re-dated, and the 
alteration initialled hy the drawing officer, a note of the fact ol re- 
dating lieiiig entered in the general cash hook against the original entry.

•34. (1) Cancellation of cheques . — A signed che(jue uhen cancelled 
shall be enfaced or stamped ‘‘ Caticelled hy the drawing officer and 
the fact of ( ancellat ion shall he noted in led ink, under the initials of 
the drawing officer, ujxm the <‘ounterloil, and acjoss the payment order 
on the hill or voucher. Such che(|UPS shall he pr(‘served under lock 
and key in the custody of the Ex(M*utive Officer until the accounts have 
been audited, Avhen they shall he destroyed hy the Auditor, Avho shall 
"ertify to the destruction upon the <‘ount<'ifoil . 

(2) Wlien a che<]ue is cancelled hefore the general cash hook has 
been closed for the day upon Avhieh the cheque issued, the entry in the 
cash hook shall be struek out in red ink under the initials of the ]^xe(*,u- 
tive Officer.

35. Loss of chcAfue. — If a eheqiie is lost or destroyed, au intimation 
of the fact shall at om'e he given to the Treasury Officer, and when it 
has been ascertained from the pass-book and hy enquiry at the treasury 
office that the cheque has not been cashed, its payment shall stopped. 
The loss of the cheque shall be noted on the counterfoil. If a fresh

Classified Abstract. 

37. (1) Classified abstract. — For the classification of receipts and ex- 
penditure, a classified abstract shall be maintained in Form No. 
Cant. 9-B. The Form shall be kept in two volumes, one for income 
and one for expenditure. A separate page shall be opened for each 
item of the budget estimate under which provision has been made, and 
the receipts and charges appertaining to those items for each day shall 
be taken, either as they occur or in the aggregate for the day, from the- 
general cash book or from the bills, and entered in the appropriate- 
columns of the abstract. At the end of each month the totals and pro^ 
gressive totals shall be made under each of the heads of the abstract, 
any transfer entries which may have been made in accordance with/ 
these rules being taken into account. 

(2) Subject to a strict compliance with sub-rule (1), the Cantonment 
Authority may open in the classified abstract such subsidiary heads ot 
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account as will enable it to furnish any special information required by 
higher authority, and to prove other subsidiary accounts and registers. 


Transfer Entries. 

38. Of inaJdng transfer entries. — Transfer entries, namely entries by 
means of which an amount is transferred from one head of account to 
anothei, shall be made in the following cases: — 

(a) to correct an error of classification, by deducting an amount 

from the head to which it Las been incorrectly credited 
or debited, and adding it to the head to which it should 
have been credited or debited; 

(b) to adjust an advance against a bill for expenditure, by ad- 

ding the amount to the proper head of expenditure and to 
the liend Advances ” on the receipt side; 

(c) to adjust a recovery of expenditure, in which case the amount 

lecovered shall first be credited to the receipt head Mis- 
cellaneous — other items ” and then adjusted by deduction 
from that head and from the head of expenditure to which 
it was originally debited. 

39. (1) Form of transfer entry. — Transfer entries shall always be 
made as soon as the necessity for them is discovered, but no such ad- 
jusiment shall be mode in accounts which have been finally closed for 
the year. 

(2) Every transfer entry shall be entered in Form INTo Cant.-lO-B, 
shewing the head or heads of account to be debited and the head or 
heads of account to be credited and the grounds upon which the ad- 
justment is made. The entry shall be initialled by the Executive 
Officer and shall tlien be entered in the cla!=3ified abstract of receipts 
and expenditure in the place provided. 

'Explanation.— \n the case of the two heau^ “ Advances on the receipt side 
and “ Deposits on the expenditure side, entries under which will be mainly on 
account of adjustment by addition, the ittnns may he entered in the body of the 
classified abstract instead of at the foot thereof. " 

Anminl Account. 

40. (1) Annual Account. — The Cantonment Authority shall prepare 
annually a consjlidated account showing the receipts paid into, and 
payments made from, the cantonment fund, classified under the several 
major and minor heads contained in the budget estimate. 

(2) The total of the details under each head of receipts and pay- 
ments, as given in the consolidated account, shall agree exactly with the 
figures appearing against the entry ‘"From 1st April to date ’’ under 
the same heads in the classified abstract. 
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(3) A ( ertififnte shall acc ompany the consolidated account to the effect 
that the closing balance as shown in account has been compared wdth 
(he balance as shown in the tieasury pass-book and found to be coiTect. 

(4) The consolidatiul ac(*ount shall be forwarded in duplicate to the 
Accountant (leneral who shall c<nnpare the two co])ies and forward one 
<*opy to the Otticer (’oininandinf^-iri-Chief, the (\)inmand, retaining* the 
otliej* coj)y in his own office tor check by the auditor during audit with 
a view' to furnishing the certificate ()f correctness pies<‘ribed by rule

Octroi duties, 

1. Octroi duty shall be payable on demand and shall be levied and 
collected by atid under the inanaj»*ement of the Kxecntivc Officer and 
officers subordinate to him. 

Provided that it shall be lawful for the Executiv(‘ Officer with the 
sanction of the Cantonment Authority, to make such arran^^'ements as he 
deems fit with any Railway Company for the levy and collection of 
( )ctroi duties on dutiable articles impoided by such Railway for sale, 
consumption or use in the Cantonment. 

2. Every person in charge of goods shall on arrh al at the first 0(‘tJoi 
Station declare whether they are intended — 

{a) for sale, consumption or use within the Cantonment, or 
(6) for immediate exportation from the Cantonment, or 
(c) to be taken to a l)onded warehouse. 

Goods imported for sale, consumption or use in the Cantonment, 

3. {a) In case of goods liable to duty by weight, the importer shall 
either produce the original invoice in respect of the goods i\m\ file a 
true copy theieof or file a declaration '^[on the prescribed form] giving 
the description and weight of the goods imported and the duty shall be 
levied thereon accordingly. 

(fc) In case of goods liable to duty ad valorem the im])oi ter shall pro- 
duce the original invoice in respect of the goods, and file a tine copy 
thereof. In the event of his not possessing such an invoice, he shall sign

4. (1) If the J\akedar has reason to believe that the invoice or de- 
claratiaon inenlioned in rule d {a) and (b) is untrue Ibe ISakedar shall, 
in the case of bulky and secmrely packed goods, seal »>r mai k them for the 
pur}>ose3 of identification and allow the same to pass on payment of duty 
according to the invoice or declaratioJi as the case may be and shall 
endorse on tlie pass issued to the importer tlie (‘ondition for subseciuent 
examination, and such goods may l)e subsecj uejitly examined or weighed 
by the Ocdroi ]nsj)ecior as soon as possible within 1?! hours at the ])lai‘e 
wliero th('y are stmed. 

In siicli event the ini])orter shall not o]>eu the goods or otherwise deal 
with them until tlu‘ (ictroi Jns))ector has inspected them oj- tlie time for 
such inspection has expired. 

(‘/) In the case of goods whicl) are m)t bulky or sei urely packed the 
Nakedar shall, if he distrusts tlie invoice o’ dcM laration. send the goods 
witli the invoice or declaration to tlie Oetioi In'<]>eclor uho may examine 
and weigh the goods and sliall levy the duty vliicb he may find to be 
payable thereon.

t)('troi duty shall be levieil on goods accoiditig to l]i(‘ Oclioi schedule

Tn the ease of pimds (*xported by road sucli iqiplicat ion must be sup* 
ported by a declaration of tbe name and addre-^s of tbe person or per- 
sons to whom the p*oods are consiirned, which sfuill he entered by tbe 
Octroi Nakedar in tbe export certificate, and in tbe register. 
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10. On the production of an export certificate within 15 of its 

having been granted, accompanied by the corresponding Octroi payment 
receipt, the amount of duty shown by the latter to have been received in 
respect of goods of tlie nature and quantity described in the export certi- 
ficate shall be refunded without deduction, provided that the sum claimed 
amounts to not less than one rupee for eacli export certifi(‘ate.

11. (1) In the case of goods imported for immediate exportation the 
Nakedar in charge of the Octroi station of entrance shall prepare a transit 
pass (on yellow^ coloured paper) in duplicate wSjiecifyiiig the nature and 
quantity of the goods and the Octroi duty levialde and allow the goods 
to pass under tlie supervision of a guard or other person to "whom one 
copy of the pass shall be given, the other being retained as a (‘ounterfoil 
in the receipt book. The guard or other person shall deliver the pass 
to the Nakedar at the next Octroi station who wdll pass on the same duly 
initialled to the next f)cfroi station and so on till the goods leave the 
Octj’oi station of exit where tlie Nakedar in cliarge will endorse the time, 
etc., when the goods jiassed out of the Cantonment. If the goods are to 
be exported by rail the Nakedar at the Ttailway goods shed Octroi station 
shall endorse the particulars of tlie Railway receipt thereon and retain 
the pass wdth him. All jiasses issued and collected during the day shall

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be entered by the Jfakedar in tlieir respective registers and shall be 
checked by the Octroi Ins]>eetor daily.

But if the goods are 
not exported before sunset of the saiiu^ day the person hi elnirge of the 
goods and the guard shall give notice to tlie Octroi InspiKdor and to the 
-f^akedar by whom the pass was given and the person in charge of the 
goods shall pay the Octroi duty th(ue()n. Provided that if the goods 
are kept under surveillance at a ])la.ce a]>pointed bv the Cantonment 
Autliority lor the purpose, their exjiort may be delayed for twenty-four 
nours in all irom the time of their import without jiaynu'nt of duty.

12. Tn the case of goods intended to be taken to a Bonded warehouse, 
th(' jierson in charge of the goods shall, on arrival at the 0<'troi station 
ot entry, declare the description, weight, (|uaJiti1y or if necessary the 
value ot tlie goods. Th(' ?snkedar shall therioipon prepare in triplicate 
a pass or permit under whifdi the g(K>ds are to be taken to the Bonded 
warehouse, and tender two copies to the ])erson in (diarge of goods and 
retain the third as a counterfoil in the leceipt book. 

13. The goods will then be taken under tbe supervision of a guard 
from one Octroi station to another till they reach the Bonded warehouse, 
where the Officer in charge shall take charge of the goods after satisfy- 
ing himself as to the correc*tness of the pass, and shall sign the original 
receipt and hand it to the person bringing the goods and retain the dup- 
licate. In the event of any discre])ancy between tbe goods and the 
pass, the Officer in charge of the wareliouse shall report the matter to the 
Octroi Inspector for orders. 

14. A return sliall be prepared daily at each Octroi station of all 
passes issued for goods to he deposited in a Bonded* warehouse and with 
this return the accounts of the officers in charge of the warehouse shall 
be checked daily. 

15. (1) The owner of the goods deposited in a Bonded warehouse 
may, on application to the Octroi Inspector, break bulk and change the 
packing of such goods; and any portion thereof, not less than a single 
I)ale in the case of piece-goods, and not less than a cart load in any other 
case, may on payment of full duty be removed into the Cantonment under 
cover of a receipt. 

(2) When goods or portions thereof are removed from warehouse and 
the duty thereon jiaid, the particulars shall lie endorsed on the pass given 
V) the importer under rule 12 and a receipt for the duty paid will be 
granted in accordance with rule 8 (1).

18. Tile Cantonment Authority may rec'oguise any ])rivate godown as 
a Bonded warcdiou.se on such (Conditions as it may think tit to iinyiose. 
And thereupon the foK'going jirovisions shall apply thereto.

The standard vessels sltall at least once a quarter lie tested hv the 
officer- i u-e lun ge against a measure to be >])e(‘ially sot apart for this 
purjiose, and the result recorded in a book to be kept for tliis purpose.

This latttn- (’Ojiy shall bo defaced by impressing t>n It with a staui]) the 
words Gffico Cojiy and shall then be filed in a guard booh. 

IS. The purenaser shall then tender the receipted copy of the n]iplica- 
tiou to the contractor’s agent, who shall initial tlie appli(*atioTi. and hand 
it over to the moharrir for tin* preparation of the nipcessarv pass. The 
moharrir. after (diecking tlie particulars and after, in tlie case of w^aTe- 
houses where distinctive colours have been prescribed for spirit issued 
to retail vendors of different areas, noting on it the colour of the spirit

prej)aied, and shall sign the eniry. He sliall also make the necessary 
enijy in the warehouse registers. 

19. As soon as all applications for tlie issue of spirit have been dealt 
with as provided in tlie preceding rule, the officer An-charge of the 
warehouse shall (‘oni])art‘ the passes wuth the receipted applications for 
payment of duty and with tlie entries in the warehouse registers, and, 
after filling in the duration of the pass, shall sign all three copies of the 
same. He shall then remove the ])arts of each pass that are to accom- 
pany the consignment, and retain the same until the spirit is ready 
for removal. 

20. The officer-in-charge shall tlien proceed, with the contractor’s 
agent, to prove, gauge and issue the spirit, to colour such spirit, if any, 
as requires to he coloured at the time of issue, and to seal the receptacles 
in which spirit is to be removed, affixing a distinct impression of bis 
seal to one of the two copies of the pass that are to accompany each 
consignment. He shall then make over to the person in charge of each 
consignment the copies ot tlie ]>ass that are to accompany it. and the 
spirit shall thereu])on be removed from fbe warebouse. 

21. In cases where spirit is supplied to retail vendors licensed for 
areas other than that in and for which the wui rehouse is established, 
e«aeb consignment of spirit issued to retail vendors so licensed sliall, if 
the Excise Commissioner so directs, he acconq)atiied io the boundary of 
ibe area to which the Law ap]>lies by a ])eon, who sliall retain tlie 
two coy)ies of the pass until the spirit has crossed the boundary, and 
shall then make them over to the person in charge of the consignment, 
noting on them the hour at which the consignment crossed the boundary. 

22. The offie(n-in-eharg(‘ f>f the warehouse and the eontractor res- 
]>ertiv(‘lv vshall maintain, in sneli manner as may be direded bv the 
Ex( .‘ise Commissiomo-, such registers and aeeounfs relating Io the storage, 
reduction, lib'nding ^[boilling] and issue of syiidt, to the reee])ta(des, 
vessels, apparatus, utensils and furniture in use at the w’areliouse, and 
to the ]>ersons employed at the vvareboiise, as may from time to time 
1)0 presciibod by the Exro’so (Commissioner and shall submit such copies 
or extracts Uuuefroni at such intervals and to such officers as may be 
]:ires(*ribed by him. Such registers, accounts, copies and extracts shall 
also, at any time during the hours when the warehouse is open for the 
transaction of business, be available for the inspection of the local excise

Tn such case the allowance of 1?, ])er (*ent. will he calculftted 
in the case of uncoloured ^piiit. c»n the halaiu'e in hand at the com- 
mem^ement of the year j/Jus tin* (juantity since ro('eived less the quantity 
Transferred to coiouied stock. Tn the case of (‘oloured spirit it shall he 
calculated on the balance in hand jdus the quantity transferred from 
un<'ol<)ured slock. If the t(»tal wastage on uncoloured stock exceeds 
the allowance of 1?, pei ccr.l. calculated as above, Ihe contractor shall 
bo liable to pay duty on the excess at the liigliest rale leviable on spirit 
issued from the warehou‘^e. notw ilhsf auding that ilu' wastage of coloured 
•^tock may Ix' loss than tlic allovA .{tice cf 11 per cent. But if the wastage 
nu (‘fdoured stock exceeds that on uncolouied stock is b'ss than the 
allowance of 1 J per ccfii. tlie contracten' sliall b(‘ liable to pay duty, 
at tlu' hig-hest rate leviabb < ii fi‘h>,ncd S]u’rit issued from the warolnm-e, 
only on the net exc^'s^, on tin* number of gallons 1)y which tlie 

total wastage of coloined ami luicolourcd s])irit ex(*ccds the total allow- 
ance of 11 p(‘r cent, or tIk’ (piantiyv in hand at the begiTiiiinc’ cf the 
year pins the quant it v -ince rc<'eived. 

Tn the calculations recjuiied for the purposes of this ]u1(n all spiiit 
received, transferred or in store shall be reduced to its equivalent in 
terms of London Proof. 

The allowance of 1?, pci cent, mentioned in this rule may, under the 
orders of the Excise Commissioner, be increased to not more than ^ per 
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cent, in the case of any warehouse at which he considers that the allow- 
ance of 1-J })ercent. Avould, owing to special ciicuin stances, ])e insufticient. 

^ [Apart from the ahoA’e, at least once a week, and on the last day 
of each mouth, the stock in the hottling room shall be checked by the 
officer-in-charge of the warehouse and the result reported to the local 
excise authority. The conductor will he held strictly liable for duty 
on — 

(i) all wastage of bulk spirit in excess of a euitable allowance 
for wastage prescribed by the Excise Commissioner, 

(n) all deficiencies of spirit attiially bottled winc h are not covered 
by a certificat(‘ of the officer-in-charge of the Avarehouse of 
accideutal breakage of botiles or of damage to the bot- 
tling machiiieiy (if any) and consequent loss of spirit haA’ing 
oc(mrred in his presence or been ])roved to the satisfaction 
of the local excise authority.]

24. Tbe guard maintained at the Avarehouse shall ordinarily consist of 
at least two peons who Avill he required to reside on the premises and 
one (>f Avhoin Avill be on duty at tbe door of the Avarehoirse whencA^er the 
Avarehouse is o])cn for the transaction of business. The strength of 
the guard may be increased by tiie x\gent to tbe Governor-General at 
the request of the contractor on ])ayinent by the latter of the extra 
expenditure involved. Or tlic guard may be dispensed Avith if the 
situation of the warehouse is su<*h as in the opinion of the Agent to the 
G(»vernor-General to render th-e maintenance of a special guard un- 
ncf'c^sary. 

25. The hours of attendance of the ofiicer-in -charge of the warehouse 
shall be prcsio'ibed from time to time by the Excise romniissioner. The 
convenience of the contractor Avill in this matter be consulted as far as 
possible. No operation shall, except under special sanction, be per- 
mitted after 6 p.m. Transactions will, as far possible, be conducted 
during fixed hours duly notified. 

The holidays to ho allowed, exclusive of Sundays, are only those 
notified under the Negotiable Ticstniments Ad, Rundays, NeAv Tear’s 
Day, Good Eriday, the King’s Birthday and Christmas Bay are alone 
to be treated as cdose holidays. On ethem days the Avarehouse slioiild be 
opened for at least tAvo hours between 8 and 10 a.m, for tbe transaction 
of urgent business.

27. The ^va rehouse shall be o])en only foi' the entrance and exit of 
pei^oiis having Imsiness thereat. Ordinarily, excepting with the permis- 
sion of the local ex(‘is(* authority, Excivse Commissioner, or Agent to the 
Governoj-OeiKMal, no person otliei* than officers and persons specified 
by the Excise (.\)mmissioner under jule 22, the members of the establivsh- 
meiit employed at the xvarehouse, the contractor and his agents and 
servants, and letail veudo]\s (or the agents or servants of retail vendors) 
who have (cmie to purchase spirit shall be admitted. A register shall 
be kept oi the names of all per.sons employed by the ( oiitracdor, and such 
persons may, nndei tlu‘ orders ol the Excise Commissioner, be required 
to weai‘, whilst in the warehouse, a badge or distinctive uniform to be 
])rovided by the contiacior. The local ex(‘ise authority or the Excise 
Commissioner may, to]- reasons recorded in writing, diiect that the 
name ol any ])erson be struck off the register itnd that he be excluded 
ijom the warehouse.

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ity and to comply with the directions ot tliat authority respecting tlie 
continued employment of such person. 

30. In case of any breach of these rules or of the conditions of the 
license or in case of any attempt, by altering the capacities of recep- 
tacles o]' otlierwise, to deceive the ofticer-in -charge in gauging or prov- 
ing, either by a contractor or his agent, or, with his connivance and 
privity, hy any person in his employment it sliall be competent to the 
Excise Commissioner to impose upon him a fine not exceeding the 
sum ofc lbs. i)0 for (>very siudi breac h (d’ such rules or conditions or, at 
the option of the Excise Commissioner, to declare the money deposited 
by the contractor forfeited, and to caticel the license. 

31. The im])osition of a fine or the foifeiture of deposit or the can- 
ccllntion of the li(*ense under the last ]>i‘*^cediug rule shall not he held to 
prevent the ]nose(mtio]i of any ])('rson itv any olVence which may have 
been coinmitttMl against the ])i()visi(m- ut the Law, or other law for 
th(^ time being in for(*e relating to the excise tevenue. 

32. If a conIracTor or his agent shall be (onvicted on prosecution 
before a Magistrate of any offeiiee against tlte lanv, or other law for the 
time being in lor(*e and rtdating to the ex<'ise levenue, it shall be lawful 
for the Excise Commissioner to d(‘clare ]i'\> license fotl'eited. 

33. All vsums ]^aYal)le to Goveinment by a contractor and all fines 
imposed under i u1e 30 may be deducted from the amount of his deposit 
or from any sum due to him by Corel nment, \)r rc'alisod by sale of the 
securities d(‘]»osit(‘d by liim, or mav be r('covered ]>y atfaobment and sale 
of his pi’o])er1y under section 10 of the Law.

37. Contraetors sliall bo bound by all additional general rules for 
the inaiiageinenl of warehouses, or loj- the i.ssue of spirit therefrom, which 
may hereafier be proscribtal under the Liivv or under any law which 
hejeafter be enacted, and by all special orders issued by the Agent to 
the Govej'iior-deneral with regard to individual warehouses, and shall 
fa use a 11 pc rsoiis (‘inployed by them in tine issue, etc., of spirit to obey 
all sucii rules.

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Law, 1917 ^ the Ap‘(;iit io (Tovernor-Cilencial in Central India is pleaded to 
iiiake the l'(dlowin^ rules tor tlie regulation of the matters therein men- 
tioned in areas in and for whirh bonded warehouses for the storage of 
hemp drugs have })een established under section 17 of the said Law. 


Rules. 

1. The passes; lequired by section 30 of the said Law, for the import 
of intoxicating Ijemp diugs sliall l)e in (juadruplieate in such form at* 
may l)e ])rescril)Md by the Excise Commissioner for Central India in this 
hehalf, and shall be granted only on the applieation of persons holding 
a license from the local ex('ise authoi'ity for the sale of the drug to ha 
impoited, (u- of fhe authoiazed agents of such persons. 

17. The ])er'>on doiiouN ot im])orting sucli drugs shall apply in wilting 
to tlie local excise authority for the issue of a pass. The a}>])1 ication , 
which n)ay be sejn by ])ost, shall contain the following particulars: — 

(1) Aanic and addiess ol a])])licant. 

(2) Quantity and (b'seription of drugs to be imported. 

(•)) lMa<‘e y lienee drugs aT*e to be imported. 

(4) Person wlio will be in charge of the consignment. 

10 ) Whetlici* |)a^s lo ))(» semt to ap])li(*aiit hy post or delivered to 
him at tlie office ot the lo(*al excise authority. 

The hxTil excise autlioiity shall, unle.ss he sees reason to the contrary, 
prepai'C a ])ass, and forward three ])arts thereof for the countersignature 
of the Political Agenj, retaining the counterfoil in his office. One 
part shall, after countersignature, he returned to the applicant through 
the local ('xcise authority, or sent to liim hy the Political Anent by 
registered ]>ost if be so desires, the second shall be sent by the Political 
Agent to the oflicer-in-ebarge of the warehouse or district from which 
the drug is to be exported, the third shall he retained in the offiee of 
the Political Agent. The pass shall specify the route to be followed by 
the consignment, Avhich, in the absence of special reasons to fhe con- 
trary, shall be recpiired to be despatched by railway to its destination. 

3. The importer or bis agent shall present liis copy of the pass to the 
officer-in-charge of the warehouse or district from which the drug is to 
be exi)orted, who will return it to the person presenting the same, after 
eiuhusiug on if fhe particulars of the drugs to he exported. Tlie second 
copy of tlm pass received hy the same officer will he retained by him and

4. The importer or his agent, after making his pin chase shall have 
the drugs securely packed and sealed. If sent by rail he shall have 
them ccmsig-ned direct to tlie local excisi* authority, and shall forthwith 
send liis copy of the })ass, together witli the Itailway Iteceipt, by post 
under registered cover, to the local excuse authority, who shall cause 
the (‘OTisignment on receipt, to he conveyed, together with the pass, in 
cliarge ot some lesponsible oificer, ordinarily .tlie Avarehcuise officer, to 
the bonded A\areliouso for tlie storage of intoxic'ating^ dings establivshed 
under section 17 of the law, to be subsequently dealt Avitb under tlie rules 
provided in that behall.

No. 65-1., dated the 20th February, 1929 . — Whereas it is expedient 
to consolidate aad aiiiond the liegulation relating* to the administration 
of the Indore Itesideiuy Bazars, the Governor General in Council is 
pleased, in exercise of the powers conferred by the Indian (Foreign 
Jurisdiction) Order in Council, 1902, and of all other p(>wers enabling* 
him in this behalf, to make the following Law : — 

CIIAPTKIl I. 

Preliminary. 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — {!) I’his Iawv may be 
called the Indore Ilesidtoicy Bazars Law, 1929. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the area at Indore under the admini^ 
tration of the Agent to the Governor General in Central India. 

Definitions. 

2. Defi 7 ntions . — In this Law% unless there is anything repugnant in 
the subject or context, — 

{i) Agent to the Governor General ’’ means the Agent to the 
Governor General in Central India; 

{ii) ‘‘ Assistant ITealth Officer ’’ meaiLs the Medical Officer 
appointed by the Agent to the Governor General to be 
Assist, ant ITealth Offi(*er for the Bazars; 

{Hi) the Bazars ’’ means the Indore Eesidency Bazars; 

{iv) building ’’ means any house, hut, out-house, shed, stable 
or other roofed structure for whatever purpose or of what- 
ever material constructed, or any part thereof, and in- 
cludes a well, but does not include a tent or other portable 
and temporary shelter; 
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(v) “ casual election means an election held to fill a casual 

vacancy ; 

(vi) “ casual vficancy ’’ means a vacancy occurring otherwise 

than by efflux of time in the office of an elected member 
of the (Committee; 

(vn) “ the Committee meaiisi the Indore Residency Bazars Com- 
mittee constituted under this Law ; 

(vin) ‘‘ dairy includes any i'arm, cattle-shed, milk-store, milk- 
shop or other place from wJiich milk is supplied or in which 
milk is kept for purposes of sale or is manufactured for sale 
into butter, ghee, cheese or curds, and, in relation to a 
dairyman who does not occupy any premises for sale of 
milk, includes any place in wffiich he keeps the vessels used 
by Jiini for the storage or sale of milk; 

(ia) “ dairyman includes the keeper of a cow, bufialo, goat, 
ass or other animal, the milk of which is ofiered or 
ivS intejided to l)e ofiered for sale for hurtmn consumption, 
and any jmrveyor of milk and any occu])ier of a daiiT ; 

(.r) “ Ihigineer ” means the Public. Works Officer holding the 
apj)ointinent of vSub-Divisional Officer, Indore, or such 
otlier person as may be designated by the Secretary to the 
Agent to the (rovernor General in the Public Works l)e])art- 
meiit in that behalf; 

l\r?) “Health Office] ” means the Me<licnl Ofiicer holding the 
appointment of Residency Surgeon at Indore; 

{u:n) “ hut ” means any building, no material portion oi which 
above the plinth level is const rue te<l of masonry or of 
s(piared timber framing or of iron framing; 

(o’/ it) “ infectious or contagious disease ” means cholera, leprosy, 
enteric fever, sinall-pox, tuberculosis, diphtheria, plague, 
influenza, venereal disease, or any other epidemic, endemic 
or infectious disease which the Agent to the Governor 
General may, by iiotification declare to be an infectious or 
contagious disease for the purposes of this Law ;

{iCd'cii) “ slaughter-house ” means any place ordinarily used tor the 
slaughtei- of animals for the ])iirp(>se of selling the Hesh 
thereof for human consumption; 

(,r,rr///) “ street ” includes any way, road, lane, square, court, alley 
passage or open space in the Bazars, whether a thorough- 
fare or not, and whether built upon or not, over which 
the public have a right of wa}^, and also the roadway 
or toot-way over any bridge or ( auseway ; 

(.r.r/.r) ‘‘ vehicle ” means a v^heeled conveyance of any description 
which is capable of being used on a street and includes a

cutive administration of the Committee; 

(c) to perform all the duties and exercise all the powers especially 

imposed or conferred on the President by or under Ihis Law;

by this Law, to exercise exe(*utive power for the purposes 
of carrying; out the provisions of this Law and to be directly 
responsible for the fulfilment of the purposes of this Law. 

(2) The President may by order in writing empower the Vice-Presi- 
dent to exercise all or any of the powers and duties referred to in 
clause (c) of sub-section (/) other than any powei-, duty or fune<ion which 
he is by resolution of the (Committee expressly forbidden to delegate. 

(3) 1’he exorcise or discharge of any powers, duties or functions 
delegated by the Pr(‘sident undei sub-section (2) shall be subject to such 
restrictions, limitations and conditions, if any, as may be laid down 
by the Piesident and to Ibe control of, and to revision by, the President. 

(4) Every order made under sub-section (2) shall forthwith be com- 
municated to the t'ommittee and to the Agent to the Governor General.

47. Incidence of taxation, — (1) Save as otherwise (xpressly provided 
in the notification imposing the tax, every tax assessed on the annual 
value of buildings or lauds or of both shall be leviable primarily upon

the sani(‘ ratio which tlie rcmt annually ])ayable by such occu])ler bears 

to Hie aggregate amount of rent so payabb‘ in res])(‘ct of tlio wlmle of 
the s.aid building-s oi' lands, or \o the aggregate innount of the letting 
value thereof, it any. stated in tht‘ authenliiaitcMl assessment list. 

(4) An oeeaipier who makes any j»ayment for wliifdi lie is not primarily 
liable undei tliis section, shall, in tlie absenf‘e of any c(»ntract to the 
ccmtrarv, be etititled to l»e reimhnr'‘ed ))y tlm person primarily liable 
for the payment, and, if so entitled, may deduct the amotint so paid 
from the amount of any Kuit fi*om time to time be('C»n\ing due fiom him 
to such person.

Provided that it shall be lawful for the appellate authority, upon 
application or on its own motion, to review any order passed by it in * 
appeal if application in this behalf is made within three months from 
the date cd thc^ original order.

71. Tniie and niatiner of pai/inenf of tthics , — Save as otherwise ex- 
pressly provided by or under tliis Law, any tax imposed under the 
provisions of this Law <«;hall be payable on siicdi dates and in such in- 
Btalnients, if any, as the Committee^ may, by public notice, direct. 

7‘^. Presentati(m of hill . — (/) When any tax has become due, the 
President or such other ofiicer as he may by general or special order 
nominate for this ])ur])ose shall can've to be presented to the person liable 
for the payment thereof a bill for the amount due. 

{2) Every suc h bill shall specify the pai’ticulai\s of the tax and the 
period for which the c harge is made. 

7d. \otice of demand. — (7) If tlie amount of the tax for which any 
bill bas been presented is not paid to the Committee witliin thirty days 
from the presentation thereof, the President or such edher officer as he 
may by general oi* special order nominate for this purpose may cause 
to be served upon tlie person liable for Ibe payment of the same a notice 
of cl email cl in the form set forth in Schedule I. 

(5) For c*veiy notice of demand whicli flie ]*resideiit or such officer

sum, with all costs of recovery, may be recovered under a warrant, 
issued in the form set forth in Schedule II, by distress and sale of 
the moveable property of the defaulter: 
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Provided tliat the President or such olKcer shall not recover any sum 
the liability for which has been reniiited on aj)peal under this Chapter, 

{2) Every wariaiit issued under this section shall be signed by the 
President or such other officer as he may by general or sjiecial order 
nominate for this purpose. 

75. Distress.' — (i) It shall be Unvful tor any sei vant of the Committee 
to wliom a warrant issued under section 74 is addressed to distrain, 
wherever it may be found, any moveable property of the person therein 
named as defaulter, subject to tin* folhoving conditions, exceptions and 
exemptions, namely: — 

[a) the following property shall not be distrained; — 

(?') the necessary wearing apparel and l)edding of the defaulter, 
his wite and children; 

(ii) tools of artisans; 

(Hi) books of accounts; or 

(iv) when the defaulter is an agTiculturist, his implements of 
hushandry, ^eed, grain, and ^iich cattle as may he neces- 
sary to enable the defaulter to earn his livelihood: 

[h] tlie distress shall md l)e exces-^ive, tlmt is to say, the pro- 
perty distrained shall be us muuly as possible equal 
ill value to the amount rec(»veral)le under the war- 
rant and if aijy property has been distrained which, 
in the opinion ol the President or such other officer as he 
may nominate by general or special order for this purpose, 
should not have lieen distrained, it shall forthwith be 
returned. 

(2) The person charged with the execution of a w’arrant of distress 
shall forthwith make an inventory of the property which he seizes under 
such warrant and shall, at the same time, give a written notice in the 
form set forth in Scliodule III to the person ia possession thereof at the 
time of seizure that the said property will be sold as therein mentioned. 

76. Disposal of distrained property. — [1) AATieii the property seized 
is subject to speedy and natural decay, or when the expense of keeping 
it in custody is, when added to the amount to be recovered, likely to 
exceed its value, the President or such offu^er us he may by general or 
special order nominate for this purpose shall give notice to the person 
in whose possession the property was at the time of seizure that it will 
be sold at once, and shall sell it accordingly by public auction unless 
the amount mentioned in the warrant is forthwith paid. 

(2) If the w^arrant is not in the meantime suspended by the Presi- 
dent or such officer or discharged the property seized shall, after the 
factoJT, hotel, club or gioup of buildings or lands: 
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of section 75 be ^olcl by public iiuctiuu by the order of the President or 
fiuch officer. 

{3) The surplus of the sale proceeds, if any, shall forthwith be cre- 
dited to the Bazars ITind, and notice of such credit shall be given at 
the same time to the person from whose possession the property was 
taken, and, if tl»e same is claimed by written applii-atioii to tlie Com- 
mittee within one year Irom the date of th(‘ notice, a refund thereof 

shall be made to such person. Any surjdus not (daimed wilhin one year, 
as aforesaid, shall ])e the pro])erty ol the Committee. 

(4) Por every distraint made under this Chapter, a fee of such 
amount, not exceeding one rupee, as shall be in ea(‘h case fixed by the 
President or sindi officer, shall be charged, and the said fee shall be 
included in the cost^ of recovery. 

77. Recover j! from a person aboni to leave the Bazars, — {1) If the 

President or siudi other officer as he may by general or special order 

nominate for iliis purpost* lias reason to believe tliat any person from 

whom any sum is or is about to become duo on account of any tax 

about to removt‘ from the Bazars he may direct the immediate pay- 
ineiif by such person of the sum so due or about to become due, and 
^•ause a bill for the same to he served on such person, 

(2) If, on the service of such bill, siudi person does not forthwith 
pay the sum so due or about to become due, the amount shall be leviable 
by distress and sale in the manner hereinbefore provided in this Chapter, 
except that it shall not be necessary to serve upon the defaulter any 
notice of demand and the warrant for distress and sale may be issued 
and executed without delay. 

78. Poorer to iitstitufe suit for recovcrif. — Instead of proceeding 
against a defaulter Ijy distress and sale a^ hereinbefore provided in this 
diripter, or after a defaulter has b(*en so ])roceeded against unsuccess*' 
fully or with only partial success, any sum due or the balance of any 
sum due, as the I’ase may be, from such deftnilter on account of a tax 
may be recovered fr(»m bim by a suit in any Court of competent juris- 
diction. 


Special Provisions. 

79. Power to inahc special provision jor conservancp in certain cases. 
— The Committee may make s])ecinl provivsion for the cleansing of any 
factory, hotel, club or group of buildings or lands used for any one 
purpose and under one management, and may fix a special rate and 
the dates and other conditions for periodical payment’ thereof, which' 
shall be determined by a written agreement with the person liable for 
the payment of the conservancy or scavenging tax, in respect of such 
iiiietory, hotel, club or group of buildings or lands : 
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Provided that, in fixing* the amount proper regard shall be had to 
the probahle cost to the Coininittee of the herviees to be rendered.

graph or other like apparatus for the purpose of which inHaiumable films 
are used, and no pul)lic dramatic performance or pantomime, shall be 
given in the Bazars elsewhere than in premises for which a licence has 
been granttnl by the Comiuitiee under tins section. 

If the owner of a cinematograph or other a])paratus uses the 
apparatus or allows it to l)e used, (»r if any person takes any part in 
aiiy publi(‘ dramatic, performance or pantomime, in contravention of the 
pi'ovisioiis of this section, or if the occupier of any premises allows them 
to he used in contraveutioii of the provisicms of this section or of any 
condition of any licence granted under tliis sect ior», he shall be punish- 
able with fine whi(di may extend to two hundred rupees, and, in the 
case of a continuing oft'enee, with an additional fine which may extend 
to fifty rupees for each day after the first daring whi(‘h the ofteuee 
c‘ontinues. 

107. J)ischarf/i fif/ freirorl'S^ firearms, eir. — AVhoever in the Bazars 
disrdiarges any firearm or lets off fire-woiks or fire-l)alloons, or engagers 
in any game in sucli manner as to cause or to be likely to cause danger 
to |)(‘rsons ])assing by or dwelling or working in the neighbourhood or 
risk of injury to property, shall be liable tc) fine wliich may extend to 
fifty 2 aipees. 

108. Poirrr to jequirr huihl inqs, irelh, etc,, io hr rrmlererl safe . — 
Where iji the Bazais aiiy building or wall, oi* anything aflixed thereto, 
or any uell, tarik, reservoir, pool, depiession or exc^avation, oj* any bonk 
or tree, is, in the opinion of tlu' Committee, in a ruinous state, or, tor 
want of sufficient repairs, protection or enelosiiie, a nuisance or dange- 
rous to persons passi7ig ])y oj’ dwelling or working in the neighbourhood, 
the Committee may, by notice in writing, require the corner tlieroof either 
to rejuovc* the same or to re])nir, proteet or enclose the same in such 
mannc*r as it thinks necessary; and if the danger is, in the opinion 
of the (\numittee, imminent, it shall forth witli take siudi steps as it 
thinks nec'essary to avcMt the same.

gaming or immoral purpc/Srs, or otherwise occasions or is likely to occa- 
sion a nuisance, to secure and enclose the satne within such time 
as may be specified in the notice.

111. Pubhe hit n ties, urinals and eon '^erranei/ e'<fah/ish nienf . — All 
public latrines and urinals jnovidcd (»r maintained by the Committee 
shall be so <*oM.structed as to pT'ovide se[>arate conipai tments lor ea(di sex 
and not to be a nuisance, and shall be ])rovided with all necessaiy con- 
servancy establishni(‘n1s, and shall lepilarly be (‘hnuied and kept in 
pro])er <n'der. 

112. Ihnrer of (%t t/i in i f tee to undertake private emisei vancif arranye^ 
ment ^, — (/) On the a])])lication or with the <-oiiSfMit of the or(‘.U]>ier of 
any building- oi' land, or, where the occupier of any buildino* oi- land 
fails to make arran;^ements to the satisfa<*tion of the Committee for 
the matters referred to in this s(*ction, without sucli consent, and after 
giving’ due notice in writing to the occupier the (\)mmittee may under- 
take the house st'avenging of any building or land in the Bazars for 
such ])eriod as ii thinks fit on su(*h terms as it may prescribe in this 
behalf.

— (7) Where 
the Committee, after making or causing to lie made local inquirv', is of 
opinion that any burial or burniug ground in the Bazars has become off- 
ensive to, or dangerous to tbe health of, persons living in the neighbour- 
hood, it may, with the previous sanction of the Agent to the Governor 
General, by notice in waiting, require the owner oi- person in charge of 
such giound to close the same from such date as may be sjiecified in the 
notice. 

(2) Where the Agent to the Governor General sanctions the issue of 
any notice under sub-section (7), he shall declare the conditions on which 
the burial or burning ground may be re-opened, and a copy of such 
declaration shall be annexed to the notice. 
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{3) Where the Agent to the Governor General sanctions the issue of 
any such notice, he shall rec^uire a new burial or burning ground to be 
provided at the expense of tlie Ibizars Fund, or, if the coninmniiy con- 
cerned is will ill g lo provide a new burial or burning ground, the Agent 
To the Goveinor General sluill re(juire a grant to be made from the 
Bazars Fund towards the cost of the vsame. 

{4) No corpse shall be buided or burnt in any hurial or burning ground 
in respecl of which a notice issued under tliis section is for the time being 
in force. 

129. ptmti froin /fperaiion of sections 126 lo 12H . — The ]>rovi“ 

sions of sections 126, 127 and 128 shall not ap])ly in the case of any i)urial 
gi'ound wliif'li is for the time being managed by or on ])ehalf of the 
Government. 

160. l{enionil of corpses. — The Gonunittee may, by public notice, 
prescribe routes in tlie Bazars by which alone corpses may be removed to 
burial or burning grounds.

Prevent ion of Infections or Cor^tntjions Diseases, 

161. (P)Ji(jation to (jire infonnatio}t of infa'tions oi contagions 
(Iiscftse ^. — Any person being in (diarge of, or in attendance, whether as 
a medical ])ractitioner or otherwis(‘, upon any ])er^on in I lie Bazars whom 
he knows or has reason to belii^ve to be suffering from a contagious or in- 
fectious disease, or being the owner, less<‘e or occupier of any building in 
the Bazars in whicli he kiiovs that any such ])erson is so suffering, shall, 
if he failr to give iiifoi-mation, or if he gives false iTiformation, to the 
Committet' ]t‘specting the existence of such disease, be punishable with 
fine which may extend to one hundred rn])ees : 

Provided that no person shall be punisliable under this section for 
failure to give information if he had reasonable cause to belifwe that the 
information had already been duly given : 

Piovided, further, that this section shall not a])ply in case of venereal 
disease Avhere tlie person suffering therefj’oin is under specific and ade- 
quate medical treatment and is, hy reavsoii of his habits and condition of 
life and residence, unlikely to spread the disease. 

132. Special vicasnres in rase of onthreak of infections or epidemic 
diseases. — (/) In the event of the Bazars being visited or threatened by 
an outbreak of any infectious or ('ontagious disease among the inhabi-

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Provided tliat, in the case of aii\ Mieh honiidarv wall, hedge or fence 
which was erected with the (*oiisen1 of nr niider the order of th(‘ Coiii- 
mittee, or wliich was lawfully in existence at tlic coinTnencement of this 
Law, the Committee shall make compensation for any damage caused hy 
the removal thereof. 

(J) The (h)nimiltee may, hy notice in writing, recjuiie the owner, les- 
see or occAi])ier of any such land to <*ut or trim any hedge on the land 
in such manner and within such time as may he speciiied in the notice. 

170. FellnKj, lopjnni/ and triinvinKj o/ trees , — (/) Where, in the 
opinion of the Committee, tlie felling of any tree of mature growth stand- 
ing in a private enclosure in the Bazars is necessary for any reason, 
the C-ommittoe may, ])y notice in viiting, !*e(jnir(* the owner, lessee or 
occupier of tlu' land to fell the tree within such time as may he speci- 
fied in the notice. 

{2) The (\)mniittee may — 

(o) caiis(' to he lo])])ed or trimmed any tree standing on land in 
the Bazars wliich belongs to the (roveinment : oi’ 

{It) hy public notice recjuire all owners, lessees or occupiers of 
land in tlH‘ Bazars or hy notic'e in wiiting re(]uiri‘ the 
(oviier, h‘ss(‘c oi’ occu[)ier of any such land, to lo]) or trim, 
in such inaniK'r as may he sj)ecified in the notice, all or any 
trees standing on such land or to remove any dead trees 
from such land. 

171. DigijiiK) of jfuJjlii’ land. — AVhoe,vcr, without the ])ei‘missioii iii 
wiuting of the Committee, digs up the surface of any open space in the 
Bazars whicli is not piivate property shall he punishable with fine Avhich 
juay extend to twenty rupees, and, in cuvse a continuing ofieiice, with 
an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for eveiy day after 
the first during wliic h the offence continues. 

172. Iniyroper use of land. — (/) If, in the opinio]) of the Committee, 
the working of a quarry in the Bazars or the removal of stone, eaith or 
other material from the soil in any place in the Bazars is dangerous to 
persons residing in (,'r fiecjuenting the neighbourhood of such quarry or 
place, or creates, or is likely to create, a nuisatice, the Committee may, 
by notice in writing, pi'ohibit tbe owner, lessee or occupier of such 
quarry or })]a(*e or the ])ersoii responsible for siicli making or removal from 
continuing or permitting tbe working of such (|uarry or the moving of 
such material, or require him to take such steps iti the matter as the 
Committee may direct for the purpose of preventing danger or abating 
the nuisance arising or likely to arise therefrom. 

{2) If, in any case referred to in suh-section (7), the Committee is of 
opinion that vsuch a coiirvse is necessary in order to prevent imminent 
danger, it may, by order in wilting, require a proper hoarding or fence 
to be put up for the protection of passers-by.

(4her othc'cn* as lu* may hy genei al or special order nominate for ibis pur- 
])ose or any officer or servant of the Committee' authorized bv it in this 
behalf.

Trades and Ocrupations. 

184. Provision of washing places, — {!) The Commitiee may provide 
suitable places for tlie exercise by washermen of their calling, and may 
lefjuire payment of such fees for the use thereof as it thinks fit. 

{2) Where the rmninitiee has provided such places as aforesaid, it 
may, by public notice, ])rohibit the washing of clothes by washermen at 
any other place in the Bazars: 

Provided that such prohibition shall not be deemed to apply to the 
washing by a washerman of his own clothes or of the clothes of any 
other perso)] who is an occupier of the place at which they nre washed.

perishable nature; 

(;) vendors of water to be used for drinking purposes; 

(jk) washermen; 
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{1) dealers in liay, straw, wood, diarcoal or othei inflaiuiiiable 
material ; 

(/>/) (lealeis in fire-works, kerosiiie oil, [)etroleuin oi’ any other in- 
flammal)le oil or spirit; 

(r) tanners and dyers; 

[o) persons eariyin^ on any trade or ocrupation from which ofieu^ 
vsive or unwholesome smells arise: 

(/y) vendors of wheat, ric*e and other ^^rain or of flour; and 

{([) mak(‘rs and vondois (»t su^ar o\ sweetmeats, 

shall carry on In’s trade, calline* or occupation in any ]>ari oi the Bazars 
unless he has applied for and obtained a lie^un e in Tln< behall irom the 
Committee :

(.7) The I'resident or such officer shall, in exercising any power con- 
ferred by this section, do as little damage as may be, and compensation 
shall be payable by the Committee to the owner or occupier of such 
land, or to botli, for any such damage, wliether permanent or tem- 
porary. 

21<S. Breaking into premises. — It shall be lawful for any person an- 
thorised by or under this Tiow to make any entry into any place, to open 
or cause to be opened any door, gate or other barrier — 

(a) if he considers the opening thereof necessary for the purpose 

of such entiy; and 

(b) if the owuier or occupier is absent or, being prevsent, refuses 

to open such door, gate or barrier. 

219. Entry io he made m the day lime. — Save as otlierwis(* expiessly 
provided ill tiiif; Law, no entry autborised by or under this Taiw shall be 
made except betw^oen tlie hours of sunrise and sunset. 

220. OivnrVs consent ordinarily to he (d)tained. — »Save as otherw^ise 
expressly provided in this Law, no building or land shall he entered 
Avithoul the consent of the occupier or, if tliere is no occupier, of the 
owner thereof, and no such entry shall be made without giving the said 
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occupier or owner, aa the case may be, not less than four hours’ written 
notice of the intention to make such entry : 

Provided that no smdi notice shall be necessary if the place to be 
inspected is a stable for horses or a shed for cattle or a latrine, privy or 
urinal, or a work undei' construction. 

221. JRcifard io he had to social find ieli</ious usaqes . — AVlien any 
place used as a human dwellint;: is entered under this Law, due regard 
shall be paid to the social and religious customs and usages of the oc- 
cupants of the place entered, and no apartment in the actiml occu])aiicy 
of a female shall be entered or br{»ken ope7i until <he lias been iniornied 
that she is at liberty to withdraw and every reasonable facilily has been 
afforded to her for withdrawing. 

222. PoKilty for ohstnictifoi . — liO(*ver obstructs nr molests any per- 
son employed by the Committee, who is not a ])ul)li(‘ servant within the 
meatiiiig of section 21 of the Indian Ikmal (kidc, or any person w ith XLVof 1860 
■whom the Committee has lawfully contracted, in the execution of his 

duty or of anything which he is einpoweied oi’ leijuircd to do by virtue 
or in consequence of any of the provisions of this Law or ot any rule, 
bye-law or lU’der made thei'eunder, or in fulfilment of his contract, as the 
case may be, shall he ])unishable with fine which may extend to one 
hundred rupees. 


Powers and Duties of Police Officers. 

223. Arrest without inirtant.—Xiij member of the Police force cm* 
ployed in the Bazars may without a wari’ant arrest any person commit'^ 
ting In his view a breach of any ol the provisions of this Law which are 
specified in Schedule IV: 

Provided that —

who consents to give his name and address, unless there is 
reasonable ground for doubting the a(‘curacy of the name 
or address so given, the burden of jiroof of which shall lie 
on the '^Testing (>fticcr, and no jierson so arrested shall he 
detained after his name and address liave })een ascei tained ; 
and 

(h) no person shall be arrested fot an offence under seriion 21)9 
except — 

(/) at tlie lequest of a person importuned or 
(ii) by or at tbe refpiest of any police officer not below the rank 
of sub-inspector. 

224. Duty of police offlccrs.-^'l\ shall be the dutv ot all police officers 
to give immediate information to the Committee of the commission of 
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any offence against tlie pioviMons of this T^aw or of any rule or bye- 
law made therennder, and to assist all offic*ei.s and servants of the Com- 
mittee ill the exeieise of their lawful authority. 


Notices. 

225. /Voitres to fi,r Tvasonahle time . — ^AYheie any notice, order or 
iec|uisition made under this laiw or any rule or bye-law made thereunder 
requires anything to be done for the doi?i^* oi wliieli no time is fixed in 
tliis Law oi* in the juh* or ])ye-law, the notice, ord(M‘ or requisition shall 
specify a reasonahle time for doina* th(‘ same. 

22b. A iilhenl irat inn (uul raliiJif t/ oj ituHrc is^nerl by the Commit- 
ice. — Lvery notice, older or rcijuisition issued by the Committee under 
this Law or any jiile or liye-law made tliereunder shall lie sic^ned — 

(o) by tlie Ibesident or such other officer as he may liy general 
OJ' s])ecial order nominate for this purpose; or 

(b) by the members of any sub-(‘ommittee especially authorised 
by the Committee in this behalf. 

227. Serrire of /ioii(T, etc.- (1) Every notice, order or requisition 
issued under this J.aw oi* any rub* or bye-law made tliereunder shall, save 
as otherwise expiessly jnovided, be served oi' ])i^seuted — 

(a) by giving or tendering* the notice, order or requisition, or 

sending* it by post, to the person lor whom it is intended 
or « 

(b) if such person (*annot be found, by atfixing* the notice, order 

or l ecjiiisil ion on s«»me cons]>icnons pnrt of hi^ la>t known 
place ol abode or business, if within the Bazars, or by g'iv- 
iiiL” or tenderiicLi* the notice, order oi' i ('(jiiisition to some 
adult male m(*nd>er or servant of hi> family, nv by (‘ausing 
it to be aitixed on some (‘onspicuous part of the building 
or land, if any, to wliicli it relates. 

(2) AVhen anv <ucb notice, older or leijuisition is recjuired or per- 
mitted to be seiv(‘d u])on an owm‘r, le-^sei* oi' occiqiier of any building 
or land, it shall not he nei'essaiy to nanu* the owner, lessee oi occupier 
tlieiein, and the seivi(‘t* iheit'ol shall, save as oTherw’i<e expressly pro- 
vided, be effected either — 

(u) by giving or tendering the notice, order oi* ie(|uisiiion , of 
sendine* it hy ]>ost. to the owner, lessee or o(M*upier or, if

given or served if a copy thereof is affixed in such conspi(*iious part of 
the office of the Committee, or in such other public place, during such 
period, or is pxiblished in such local newspaper or in such other manner, 
as the Committee may direct, 

229. Powers of the Committee in cases of nonrcomidiance with notice^ 
etc, — In the event of non-com])lian(*e with the terms of any notice, order 
or requisition issued to any person under this liinv, or any rule or bye- 
law made thereunder, requiring such person to execute any work or to do 
any act, it shall be lawful for the Committee, whether or not the person 
in default is liable io punishment for such default or has been prose- 
cuted or sentenced to any jxunishment therefor, after giving notice in 
writing to such person, to take sxieh action or such steps as may be 
necessary for the completion of the itet or work required to be done 
or executed by him, and all the expenses incurred on such account shall 
be recoverable by the Committee. 

Recovery of Money, 

230. Liability of ocenjner to yay in default of owner, — (1) If any 
su('h notice as is reterred to in section 229 has been given to any person 
in respect of property of which he is the owner, the Committee may 
KMpiire any occupier of such property or of any part thereof to pay to it, 
instead of tc the owner, any rent payable by him in respect of such 
property, as it falls due, up to the amount recoverable from the owner 
under section 229 : 

Provided that, if the occupier, on application made to him by the 
Committee, refuses truly to disclose the amount of his rent or the name 
or address of the person to whom it is payable, the Committee may 
recover from the occupier the whole amount recoverable under section 
229. 

(2) Any amount recovered from an occupier instead of from an owner 
under sub-section (I) shall, in the absence of any contract between the- 
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o^nei and tlie occupier to the conirarv, be deemed to have been paid +o 
tbe owner. 


Rehef io ajjenta and trustees , — (/) Where any person, by reason 
of his receivino* ^he rent of immoveable property as an agent or trustee; 
or of his being as an agent or tru’<tee the person who would receive the 
rent if the pro])erty were let to a tenant, would under this l^aw be bound 
to discharge any obligation imposed on the owner of the property for the 
discharge of which n.oney is recpiircd, he shall not ])e bound to dis- 
(Innge the obligation unless he has, or but for his own impioper act nr 
default rniglit have had, funds in his hands belonging to the owner 
sufficient for tlie purpose. 


(2) 1 he 1)111 den of proving any fact entitliiig an agent or trustee to 
relief under sul)-section (7) shall lie upon him. 

{o) Where any agent or trustee has claimed and established his right 
to lelief under this section, the f;oniniitteo may, by notice in writing,

(2) If, in the opinion of the Agent to tlie Gov(‘rnoT (b*m*ral, any 
person w^ho has been nominated has a direct interest in the maltc]' iindei 
reference or is otherw’ise dis(jualified for noniirmtion, or if the seivices 
of any sucIj person aie not immediately available as aforesaid, and if

\g) the keeping of ac-counts by tbe ("ommittee and the manner 
in which such accounts shall be audited and published; 
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Ih) the (lefiDition ol the persons ]>y whom and the manner in 
which money may he paid out of the Bazars Fund; 

yi) the preparation of estimates of income and expendituie by the 
Ccmnnittee and the definition ol the persons hy wliom and 
the conditions subject to which such estimates may be 
sanctioned ; 

{]) the regulation ol the pro(*ediiie ol Committees of Arbitration; 
and 

(k) the prescribing of legislers, slatenients and forms to be used 
aTid maintained })y any authority for the purposes of this 
I>aw. 


254. Pahhraf ton of n/L's \ — All rules under Nectioti 2511 ‘^hall be pub- 
lished in feU(di manner as the Agent to the (lovernor General may direct 
and, on such ])u]di(*atimi, ^hall have effect as if enacted in this Law. 

255. Power io noiLe hyc-lairs . — Subject to tlie provisions of this T.aw 
and of the rule< made thereiuider. the Connnittee may in addition to 
any f>ye-laws tthioh it empowered to make ]>y any other }>rovision of 
this Law, make hye-laws to ]>rovide lor all or any of the following 
matters in the Bazars, namely; — 

(i) the registiation of births, deaths and marriages, and the tak- 
ing oi a census; 

(?/) the ejitoi ceaifUit ol compulscjiy vaccinatioji ; 

(f/V) Ihe legulation ol the collection and recovery of taxes, tolls and 
iees under this Law and tlie lefund oi taxes; 

(iv) the regulation or prohibition oi any description of traffic in the 
sti eets ;

3. Any medical practitioner who (1) attends a case of illness in a 
house in which there is present a person who has come from a place where 
plap;iie is pi evalent, or who (2) attends in any house a case in which he 
has reason to helieve the sick person to be infected with plague, shall 
forthwith report such illness to the chief police station or kotwali, 

4. On receivinn a report under rules 1, 2 or 3, the r)fficer in charge 
•of the Th)lice station shall immediately report the matter to the District 
vSiiperintendcjit of Jh)li(*(\ the ( )fti(*er in ( hai'ge of the Eesidency Bazars, 
and the TTealth Officer. 

K.r/dofintion, — The Besideucy Surgeon shall he the ITealth Officer 
unless anfdh(‘r Me(li(‘al Offi(‘er is apjxdnted by tlie Agent tct the (roveruor 
(jreiieial to be Health (Officer. 

o. ( \)m])ulso!-y coipse inspection by iltxlical Officers should not be 
resorted to, but during an oiitbieak of ])Iague all deaths, the cause of 
wliich r a]inot lu* (hderni imnl not to lx* plague, should be tieatixl as death 
from ])lague. Tt will be open to any persons to voluntarily submit a 
dead body to the examiuation of a medical officer if they wish to avoid 
the death from being treated as due to plague. 

b. The owner and occupier of a house, aud the head of any family 
I'esident therein, shall comply with any direction that may be issued by 
the TTealth Officer with regard to the disinfection and cleaning of a house, 
the disinfection or destruction of clothing and ])ersoiial effects, the dis- 
posal oi ain <(>r])se, the improvement o( the sanitary condition of the 
premises and other similar matters. 

7. Tlie TTealth Offi(‘er shall, if he consideis it necessary, himself take 
measiu es for the disinfection of a house and for the othei matters referred 
to in the preceding rule. Should the TTealIh Officer think it necevssary 
and practicable to burn or otherwise destroy any non-masonry and in- 
flammable structure, he will report the case to the Officer in charge of thef 
Eesiden(‘y Bazars and act on his orders. The Officer in charge of the 
Besidency Tlazars may order the burning or destruction of any hut or 
other temporary structure, if disinfection cannot be satisfactorily effected* 

8. The ITealth Officer may, with the previous sanction of the Agent 
to the Governor General, require the owner or occupier of any house to 
permit him to enter his premises and examine any person whom such 
TTealth Officer has reason to believe to be infected with plague. Tf the 
jierson in question be a female the examination shall, if she or her 
relatives so desire, be made tbrongh a female doctor, female Tfospital 
Assistant oi* other female agency.

PRELIMlNAIiy. 

1, Short title. — These rule? may be called the Indore Residency 
Bazars Electoral Rules. 

— In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context — 

(a) The Law ’’ means the Indore Residency Bazais Law, 1929.

— For the purposes of 
clause (6) (i) of the aforesaid section and sub-section the ‘‘ annual 
value ’’ shall unless otherwise directed by the Agent to the Governor 
General be calculated in the manner laid down in section 46 of the Law 
and shall not be less than Rs. 40.

(ii) Where a company or firm or other association or a body of 
trustees possesses, as su(‘h, the qualifications of an elector, 
it shall have the right to nominate a representative not 
being disqualihed under sub-section (‘i) oi section 17 to be 
enrolled as an elector. 

Provided — 

firstly that the manager of ihe undivided family or the represen- 
tative so nominated shall not be entitled to be enrolled both 
in his personal and representative capacity, even if he may 
be qualified as an elec^.tor in his personal ca}>acity, and 

secondly that the enrolment of the manager or the representative 
so noTniiiated does not debar the enrobuent of another mem- 
ber of the family or (*onipany, firm, asso('iation or body if 
that other member possesses the (jualificjatioiis set forth in 
sub-clau>e (///) or hr) of clause (h) o( sub-seition (/) of 
section 17 of the Law.

(iv) The roll shall show the serial number, name, father^s or hus- 
band’s name, caste, age and residence of the elector and tlie nature of his 
or her qualification. 
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(r) The Secretarv, Indore Eesiderirv Bnzai’S (Vmnuittee, shall cause 
a sufficient number of copies of it to be pi (‘pared in such manner as he 
consider^i convenient. 

(ri) Any j>erson intending to stand as candidate for election in a 
ward shall be entitled to j)nrchase from the Secretary, Indore Eesidency 
Bazars Committee, at a fair price one (.-opy of the roll for that ward.

ijr) A claim or cdiject ion n(^t lodged in the manner and within the 
pen’(Ml herein j)rescTibed or bv a ]>er<on n(>t entitled to lodge the same, 
^ball lie rejected. 

(r) All (’laims and objections iireferred to and admitted by the Presi- 
dent ‘-hall be decided bv liim fo undei* liis specdal order’ by tbe Vice- 

President. 

8. (/) On 7'eceipt of a claim or objection lodged in the manner herein 
prescribed, and by a person entitled to lodge such claim or objection, 
the President or Vice-President of the Indore Eesidency Bazars Com- 
mittee, as the ('ase may be, shall fix a date and ])lace fni‘ bearing tbe same, 
and sball give notice of such date and place to the claimant or objector. 
Where objection is takeri to the entr^- of the name of an}’ person in the 
roll, a (‘Opy of the objeciion with a notice of tbe date and place for 
hearing shall he sent to su(‘h person. A copy of the claim or objection 
stating the date and jdace fixed for hearing shall be ])la(‘ed on the Bazar 
Office notice board.

No. dated the 10th Novernhery 1004 . — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 8 (?) {h) of the Indore Kesidency Bazars Regulation, 
1904S the Agent to the Governor General in Central India is pleased to 
impose the following tax: — 

T. Name of Tax . — A tax on professions, trades, and dealings. 

II. Cla^s of 'per.sons to he faxed . — All persons exercising any 
profession or carrying on any trade or dealing within the 
limits of the Indore Residency. 

Explanation . — The word ^‘person” includes a Firm, Company, or 
Association or the Agent of a Firm, Company or Association. 

ITT. Rate of fax . — The tax shall be levied at the rale of 24 per 
cent, on the annual income or profits derived by each 
assessee from his profession, trade or dealing. 

Excepfions . — (1) Any person f‘ommencing to exercise any profession 
or to carry on any trade or dealing after the 1st of Oidober of any year 
shall pay for that year only one-half of the tax that would have been 
assessed on a full year’s income or profits. 

(2) Any ])erson assessed 1o, and who has ])aid, tlie tax for the whole 
year and who shall (ease' to l)e lialde to assessment on oi* before the 30th 
September shall be entitled to a refund of one-half of the tax for the 
whole year. 

^[(3) Any ])erson whose annual income or profits do not exceed 
Es. 100 shall be exempt from payment of the tax.] 


Rules for Assessment. 

1. The income or profits of the year ending on the 31st of December 
previous to the assessment shall, wdien possible, be taken as the basis of 
assessment. 

2. When a person exercises one or more professions or carries on one 
or more trades or dealings within the limits of the Indore Residency, 
whether under the same name or under different names, his tax shall be 
calculated on his total annual income or profits from all such sources; 
provided that in no case shall any one person pay a tax under these 
rules of more than Rs. 500. 

3. For the purpose of asse.ssirig the tax the Officer iu charge of the 
Bazar shall appoint a f Committee consisting of the Extra Assistant to 
tbe Agent to the Governor General, the Bazar Superintendent and three 
respectable residents of the Bazar.

Tax on vehicles, 

Xo. 2090-B., dated the 30th September, 1924.— In exercise of the 
powers ('oiiferred hy seetioiis S (.7) {r), (2), 98 {2) (h) [o) and 98 (*3) of 
the Eegulation^ for the better adniiriistration of the Indore Residency 
Bazars the ITon’ble the Agent to the Governor General in Central India 
is pleased to make the following rules for ihe imposition, assessment and 
collection of a tax on vehicles kept for use within the limits of the Indore 
Residency Bazars, 

1. The tax shall be paid on all vehicles of ihe following kinds at the 
following rates: — 

(а) On private two-wheeled carriages, Rs. 4-8 per annum. 

(б) On private four-wheeled (*arriages, Rs. 9 per annum. 

(c) On private motor cars and lorries, Re. 1-8 per mensem. 

{d) On motor cars and lorries l)lying on hire, Rs. 2 to Rs. 4 per 
mensem in ac(‘ordance with their accommodation and ton- 
nage. 

ie) On motor cycles, annas twelve per mensem. 

(/) On bicycles, annas eight per annum. 

Provided that no tax shall l)e levied in respect of vehicles brought 
temporarily into the Residency Bazars and kepi not more than 3 months 
therein. 

2. The tax on carriages and private motor cars and lorries and 
bicjades shall be payable annually in advance on 1st April and the tax 
on other vehicles shall be payable (juarterly in advance on the Isi of 
April, Jst of July, Isi of October and Jst of January. 

3. Every person who becomes possessed of or uses a vehicle liable to 
the tax shall Avithi]i 15 days of the date of the beginning of such 
possession or use report the fact to the Bazar Authority and pay the tux 
due under these rules. 

4. A person who has transferred a taxed vehicle shall, within 15 days 
of the date of transfer, give Jiotice in writing of the fact to the Bazar 
Authority giving the name and address of the person to whom the said 
vehicle has been transferred and the Bazar Authority shall thereupon 
amend the register of tax accordingly. 

5. For the purpose of calculating the tax payable under these rules 
fractions of a month in excess of 10 days shall be considered as a full 
month and fractions of a month less than 10 days shall be disregarded. 

6. Arrears of the tax may be recovered on application to a Magis- 
trate, by the distress and sale of any moveable property belonging to 
the defaulter within the limits of such Magistrate’s jurisdiction.

The Bazar Authority reserves the right to impose a s]>ecial assessment 
on liouses or pnunises used as schools, hostels, rest-houses, eic.,.also to 
levv the tax on one or niore latrines of a house, huildino* or land wherever 
it is deemed necessaiy. The tax shall he payable in advance hy the 
owner at the Residency Bazar Office, Indore, in four (juarterly instal- 
ments which shall become due on 1st January, 1 st April, 1st July and 
Ist October, res])ectivply, in each calendar year. 

If the tax is jiot ])aid within lo days from tlie date on which it 
becomes due, the Superintendent, Resideiuw Bazars, Jndore, shall cause 
to be presented to the owiier a hill showing the amount due to be paid 
withiu lo days.

If the sum due by him on account of the tax remains unpaid after the 
bill for the same has been duly presented to the owner, the Officer-in- 
charge of the Bazars may demand the amount from the occupier. In all 
such cases the occupier may deduct from the rent the amount thus paid. 

hen any house or any portion of a house which is liable to the pay- 
ment of the scavenging tax is demolished otherwise than by the order of 
the Bazar Authority or falls vacant, the owner shall give notice thereof 
in writing to the Officer-in-charge of the Bazars, within 15 davs of such 
demolition or of the house falling vacant. Until such notice is g'iven 
the owner shall continue liable to pay the tax and shall not be entitled 
to any rebate or refund. 

All applications for remissions falling due within any quarter shall be 
made within 15 days after the expiration of su(*li (piartcr, in default 
whereof the claim to remission will not be admitted. 

A register showing the names of persons assessed to the tax and the 
amount payable by them shall be mairdained at the Residency Bazar 
Office, Indore, and shall be o])en for inspection to the tax-payers. Every 
nmendnieiit in the abov’e-mentioned register shall be duly intimated by 
a noti(’e to the owner. 

All objections regarding the tax imposed shall be lodged with the 
Bazar Office within 15 days of the date of receipt of the bill. 

All latrines in future must be of a standard pattern, a design of which 
can be seen at the Bazar Office. 

Existing latrines must be of such construction as will be considered 
satisfactory by the Sanitary Officer. AVhen, however, any old latrine 
has to be reconstructed, it must be of the pattern ap])roved by the Resi- 
dency Sanitary Authority.

•conferred by sections 10 and 98 of the Indore Residency Bazars Regula- 
tion, 1904,^ the Agent to the Governor General in Cen4;ral India is 
pleased to make the following rules for the regulation of the water supply 
and the imposition of a water tax in the Indore Residency area. These 
rules shall come into force within one month from the date of this noti- 
fication, but they shall have retrospective effect, so far as the rates 
notified in section 21 are concerned from the date on which those rates 
were charged. 

Name of Tax. — Indore Residency Bazar Water Tax. 

Class of persons to he taxed. — All owners and ()(*cii])ievs of buildings 
and lands whic h are so situated that they derive benefit by the supply of 
water from the Indore Residency Bazar Water Works. 

Rules for the Management of the Water Works. 

I. — Public Supph). 

1. Water shall be supplied free to the public for domestic purposes 
only, from self-closing standards erected at suitable positions in the 
Bazar. 

2. Xo juiblic drinking standard shall be considered as erected for the 
use of any particular (lass, caste, trade or family, but shall be free to all 
comers (with the exception of swee])e3‘s for whom special rail-post stand- 
ards are erected) so long as they use it in a proper and cleanly manner. 

3. Xo person shall bathe, or wash or cleanse, or cause to be washed or 
cleaned, his body, clothes or any vehicle, or animal or anything, or 
substance whatever in or upon, or by the side of the public standard. 

4. Any person may take water from a public water standard but water 
•shall not be iaken for other than ordinary legitimate domestic purposes 
OT carried beyond the Indore Residency Bazar limits. 

5. Xo person shall obstruct any other person taking water from any 
public standard. 

6. Xo person shall water any animal at or near any public standard, 
■except at tanks or troughs specially provided for that purpose. 

7. Xo person shall interfere or tamper with the pipes, fittings and 
■other apparatus appertaining to the Water Works. 

8. Xo person shall cause waste of water supplied by the Water Works 
at any public place.

The suptu vision (-barge 
shall not be levied on connections to Oovernment build inns. 

16. All private pipes and their connections are to be- ()|)en to the 
inspection of the Superintendent, Eesidency Bazars, Tndori-, the Eoreman 
or the Water Whjrks Liiie-In>pe(‘toi‘, at any time b(*iwe(*n sunrise and 
sunset. Such repairs as are necessary, are to be carried out at the ex- 
pense of the Bazar Office except in cases wlnwe the damage is considered 
to be wilful or due to culpable negligence on tlie part of tlie consumer. 
Renewals will be chargeable to the consumers. 

17. The Superintendent, Eesidency Bazars, may shut off the supply 
to private consumers until leaks and other defects in the pipes and 
cionnections are repaired.

{vi) For any breach of these rules. 

35. A breach of any of the foregoing i ules may be punished with fine 
which may extend to Its. oO and, when the breaidi is a continuing one, 
with a further fine which may extend to Its. 5 for everv dav after the 
first during whicdi the breach continues. 


IV. — (rencral. 

36. In the event of a ])ipe in the main or distribution system bursting, 
the greatest expedition possible will be used in replacing it. Should it 
be necessary to shut off the supply at any time for a period exceeding 
twelve hours, intimation of the same will be made public.

— Tn exercise of tlie powers 
conferred by sertioi) 98 (2) of ihe Tiidore Besidency Bazars Regulation, 
1904,^ the TTon’ble the Agent to the Governor General in Central India 
IS pleased to sanction the following rules in supersession of all previous 
orders, with regard to the internal administration of the Indore Resi- 
denry Bazar Fund: — 

1. The Residency Bazar Area is divided into two groups: — 

(i) Civil Station, 

(it) Bazar. 

The forinei* is divided from the latter by the Agra-Bombay Road and 
River between the AVelb‘sley and Opium lnidg(‘s. 

(2) By Agra-Bombay Road and (8) by Seliore Road. 

2. Each area will enjoy the benefit of its own taxes with a propor- 
tionate allotment from the general receipts of funds smdi as Fees and 
Fines and other items of a miscellaneous natine. In the same way ex- 
penditure which cannot readily be separated will be divided in j)ropor- 
tion to the work done for each area, } of tlie cost of establishment being 
borne by (he Civil Station and by the Bazar.

— In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 9(S, sub-section {2) clause (j) and sub-section {3) of 
the Regulation^ for the better administration of the Indore Residency 
Bazars, 1904, the Agent to the Governor General in Central India is' 
pleased to make the following rules for the regulation of the Dhobi Ghat 
in the Indore Residency Bazars. 

1. jSTo person shall use the Dhobi Ghat near the opium cess bridge 
on the right bank of the Khan River in Kalali Mohalla unless be is in 
possession of a license issued by the Indore Residency Bazar Authority 
in this behalf. 

2. Every ap[)H(‘ant for a new license or for the renewal of aii existing 
license, shall apply in writiTig to the Superintendent, Indore Residency 
Bazars, and shall forward together with such application the fee pre- 
scribed in rule f3 ])elow for the {>eriod for which the license is required. 

3. The fees for the above license will be annas 4 per week, rupee one* 
per montli or Rs. 10 per year at the optioii of the applicant.

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Order by the Agent to the Governor General in Central India. 

Ill the exercise of the jiowers conferred by section 98 (2) {J<) and {3) 
of the Ilc^Tilatioii for the better administration of tlie Indore Eesidency 
Bazars 1904^ the Agent to the Governor General in Central India is 
pleased to make the following rulcvS for the control of the supply of n'ilk 
and its prodncis in the Eesidency Bazars. 

In these rules the expresvsion “ dairy-man ” includes the keeper of 
a cow, butfalo, goat, ass nr other animal, the milk or produ(*is of milk of 
which is offered or is intended to )>c offered tor sale for human consiim])- 
tion, and any purveyor of milk, curds or cream or products thereof and 
any o(*ciipior of ii dairy. 

1. Every dairy-man plying his trade in the Eesidency Bazar will be 
required to keep his milk, curds or cream or products Uiereof free from 
flies or other (‘ontam i nation in such a mannei' as is approval by the Tlenlth 
Officer and the Bazar Authority in printed lules issued under the 
authorilA of this rule. 

2. Evejy dairy-man shall cause all vessels used in his milkshop or in 
a distribution of milk, curds or cream or products thereof to be (‘leaned 
with fresh clean water before and after use. Only watcu* from the Bazar 
main or from a well approved in writing by the H{‘alth Officer shall be 
used for the pur[)ose. 

3. No ])ersou himself suffering from or having recently l)een in con- 
tact with any person vsuffering from a dangerous, infectious or inoculable 
disease, shall milk cattle, goats or other animal> or handle vessels used 
for containing milk or products thereof for sale or in any way take part 
in the conduct of the tiade or bu>in(\ss as regards prodiution, distribu- 
tion or storage of milk, curds or cream or products thereof. In case of 
doubt whether a given case (^oines under the heading of dangeious, infec- 
tious or inoculable disease the decision of the Health Officer shall be 
final. 

4. No dairy-man shall at any time permit any persons suffering from 
any dangerous disease to enter or remain in his dairy or the precincts 
thereof. 

5. No dairy-man shall sell or permit to be sold the milk of any ani- 
mal suffering from any contagious or infectious disease (including tuber- 
cular disease of the udder) or shall add smdi milk or perinit it to be 
added to any milk of other animals which is intended for sale or for 
human consumption. 

6. All premises used as dairies or for selling milk, curds or cream or 
products thereof and all milk, curds or cream or products thereof actually 
being sold or intended for sale shall be open to inspection by Members

by the Bazar Authority. Such persons may cause samples of any such 
milk, curds, cream or products thereof to he sent to the Health Officer 
or to such other person as the Health Offi(‘er may appoint in tliis behalf 
for examination. 

7. No person shall sell as pure nnilk milk which is adulterated or mixed 
with preservatives or as ' whole imlk milk [)assed through a cream 
separator. 

8. No pfu'.son >hall sell ghee as pure fjhcc which adulterated or 
mixed with prcx'^^uvatives. 

^[8A. Every person intending to sell milk or gliee as “ pure milk 
whole milk oi* “ [)ure ghee ” shall label it distinctly as such.]

— In exeni^e 
of the powers conferred by section 98 of the Ue^'ubitions^ foi* the })etter 
administration of the Indore Uesideiojy ] bazars, 1904, the Agent b; 
the Governor General in Central India is pleased to pres(‘ril)e the follow- 
ing rules to regulate (1) the rent of stalls at the Indore Besideucy Bazar 
Fund Markets, (2) the working of the Slaughter House, and (8) the sale 
of Beef and Mutton at the markets. 


IlULES. 

1. The stalls shall be leased at the rates noted below: — 

Vegetable market stall at Bs. 4 per month. 

Mutton market stall at Bs. 2-8 p(‘r month. 

Beef market shop at Bs. 8 per month. 

The above ratovs are subj(*ct to revisal at the discretion of the Bazar 
Authority. 

2. rent of each stall or shu]) shall be payable in advance on or 
before the lOth of the month for which it is <lue. JNOn-payment of the 
rent due shall at the discretion of the Bazar Authority render the stall 
or sho}) holder liable to evi< tnient and the recovery of the amount due 
by a distress warrant. 

3. 1^0 stall or shop at any market shall be used for residence. Stalls 
or shops are always to remain closed during the night, /.c., from 1(^ 
p.M. to 6 A.M. 

4. lousiness shall be carried on by ev(*ry stall hobhu*, at the Beef 
and Mutton markets either in person or under his immediate supervisioii 
and direction. 

5. Xo two (recognized) butchers shall occupy one and the same stall. 
Every stall holder shall intimate in writing when he wishes to give up 
the stall either temporarily or permanently. 

G. Xo butcher or his servant shall be allowed to conduct business 
during the temporary absence of a stall holder without the previous sauc- 
tion of the officer-in-charge of the Residency Bazar. 

7. The sale of Beef and ^Mutton shall be at the rates fixed from time^ 
to time by the officer in charge, Residency Bazars. Any person selling 
at, or demanding, rates higher than those fixed shall render luTi.self 
liable to the forfeiture of his stall and shall be punished with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 20. 

8. Heads, feet, entrails, skins, etc., are not to be kept at the stalls 
where mutton is sold but at the place set apart for the purpose. Xo

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sheep or gout shall be slaughtered except within the hours fixed; and 
only animals parsed l)y the Inspector or any other person appointed for 
the same shall be slaxightered .

9. Any meat found unfit for human consumption shall be buried at 
the expense of the stall holder.

Rules. 


1. ?7 umbering. — The driver of a. motor vehicle shall see that wlien- 
ever it is in a public place, fhe numiMO' assigned by any registering 
authority'^ ])re(‘cded by the distinguiNhing letter or letters tienoting that 
authority, shall be shown in a prominent ])osition both at the front 
and rear of the motor vtdiicle. These bdters and numbtus shall be <ho\\n 
in white on a blut k ground, ^hall be ])t‘ilectly It'gible and j)laced in an 
Upiigiit position and shall ])e not less tluin -b’, int*hes in height :

4. The importer or his agent, after making his purchase, shall have 
the drugs securely packed and sealed. He shall t ause the drugs to be 
conveyed direct to such building as may by general or special order be 
prescribed by the Second Assistant to the Agent to the (jovernor Gene- 
ral in this behalf, and there produced, together with his copy of the pass, 
befor(‘ the Second Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General or 
such other officer as may b(* specified by him in tliis behalf. He will be 
permitted to remove the drugs to his li(*ensed premises only after they 
have been examined and weighed in accordance with the following rules, 
and after payment of the duty thereon calculated in accordance wdth 
the said rules. 

5. All drugs imported in accordance with these rules must be re- 
moved without delay to the importer’s premises, the consignment having 
first been examined and weighed and the duty leviable thereon having 
been paid as required by the provisions of these rules. All drugs not 
removed within 24 hours after the consignment has been examined and 
weighed as required by these rules shall be disposed of in such manner 
as the Agent to the Governor General may direct : 

Provided that if the Treasury be not open at the time when the con- 
signment has been examined and weighed in aci^ordance wdth the follow- 
ing rules, the removal of the consignment may be deferred until the 
next day on which the Treasury is open. 

6. As soon as possible after the arrival of the consignment, each 
package of drugs shall l)e examined and the condition of the seals noted 
by the Second Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General or such 
other officer as may be specified by him in this behalf. Each package 
of drugs shall he weighed separately in its original pa(!king in the pre- 
sence of the said officer, and also in the presence of the importer or of 
his agent : Provided that, if the importer fail to attend, personally or 
by duly authorized agent, during business hours on the day on which 
the consignment arrives, the examination and weighrnent may he effected 
in his absence. 

7. From the gross weight ascertained in accordance with the fore- 
going rule of each package an allowance of two seers per maund (frac- 
tions of a seer being neglected) shall be deducted and set off for packing 
materials, ct(‘., and the weight of the package thus reduced shall be 
taken as the true weight for the purposes of these rules of the drugs 
contained iherein. 

8. Tf the total gross weight of the consignment is less than that 
entered by the ofiiccr-in-charge of the warehouse or district of export 
in the y)ass under which the drugs have been imported, the circumstance 
shall if the officer by whom the examination is effected is not the Second 
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'Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General, be reported by him to 
the Second Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General, who, if the 
deficiency is material, shall cause inquiry to be made and report the 
result for the orders of the Agent to the Governor General in Central 
India.

11. The importer or his agent shall present to the officer-in-eharge of 
the Treasury an application in duplicate in form I, together with the 
duty on the drugs. The officer-in-chargo of the Treasury will receive 
the application in duplicate and the amount tendered, and, after ascer- 
taining that the amount entered is correct, will fill up the figures in the 
endorsement on both copies of the a])plication, sign them in token of 
the re(‘ei])t of the amount tendered and stamp them both with the seal of 
the Treasury.

The importer or his agent will 
then present his copy to the Second Assistant to the Agent to the Gover- 
nor General or other offi(‘er by whom the examination of the drugs ^Tas 
effected, who will retain it as his authority for permitting the remov'^l 
of the drug, endorsing on it over his signature the serial number of the 
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pass under wliicli the drugs were imported and the date of removal. He 
will then return the import pass to the importer or his agent after endors- 
ing on it the amount of duty paid, the number of the Treasury receipt, 
the date and hour at which the drugs were removed, and the time within 
'which they are required to reach the importer\s licensed, premises. The 
importei* or his agent shall convey the drugs, with the pass, direct to his 
licensed premises, and shall forthwith return the jiass to the Second 
Assistant to the Agent to the (Jovernor (leneral or other officer by %vhom 
the examination of the drugs was effected. The said officer shall note 
on the pass over his signature the date and time of its return, and shall, 
if he is not the Second Assistant to the Agent to the (loverrior General, 
forward it, together wdth the Treasury receipt for duty, to the Second 
Assistant to the Agent io the Governor General. 

12. The Second Assistant to the Agent to the Governor General will 
cause the endorsements on the pass to be (*o])ied on the ( ounterfoil filed 
in his office. He will then return the pass to the officer-in-charge of the 
warehouse or district of export, entering the date of doing so in the pass 
so returned and in the counterfoil, and signing the entry in the pass 
and in the counterfoil.

Definitions.

{])) ‘‘ licensed retail vendor means a nevson holding a license 
granted under these rules for the sale by retail of raw 
opium, of hemp drugs, of country spirit, or of country 
fermented liquor, as the case may be; 

(c) ‘‘ Political Agent ’’ means the Political Agent in Bhopal; 

[d) Superintendent ” means the Superintendent and Magis- 
trate of Sehore. 


Import hy or on hchalf of licensed retail vendors. 

2. R.aic opium . — A licensed retail vendor of raw opium will ordi- 
narily bo permitted to obtain not less tlian 20 s(‘ers of raw o])ium at a 
time. He shall, at least twenty days l)efoi*e the same is re([uired, pay 
to the vSu|)eriniendent the price and duty, at tlie rates from lime to lime 
in force, chargeahh* in res])ect of the quantity r(M|iiiit‘d liy him. The 
Superintendent will pay the ])riee and duty into ilie treasury and forward 
the Treasuiy J{eeei])t to the Excise Commissioner for Central India, who 
will despatch the opium by passenger train, insuied, to the Su[>erin- 
tendent. The cojisigriment shall he examined ])y the Superintendent and 
compared Avith the accompanying ])ass issued hy the Excise Commissionei 
for Central India, and shall then bo dolivered liy him to the licensed 
retail vendor. 

o. All ('hajgf's on account ot tin* ti-ans])oil of tlic coiisigiinicnl h'oin 
the Sehore Railway Station and of lahonv mn ployed in handling the 
same, and nnloss his license otherwise provides all charges on account of 
railway freight and insurance shall he ])aid to the Siiperiutendent by 
the retail vendor before the opium is deliv(‘red to him. The licensed 
retail vendor ‘iihal] not be entitled to any refund by I'eason of ajiy loss of 
weight by dryage which may occur in transit. 

4. Cliaras, yanja and hliang . — Subject to the conditions of his license,

— A li(*ensed 
retail vendor of hemp drunks may possess at his licensed 
premises, or in direct transit thereto from the place at 
which it has been examined in accordance with rule 4, any 
quantity of charas, ganja or bhang lawfully imported by 
him under that rule, 

(i??) Of country spirit, by licensed retail vendors. — A licensed 
retail vendor of country spirit may possess — 

{a) at the warehouse established for the storage of country spirit, 
or in direct transit thereto from the railway station, 

{h) at his licensed premises or in direct transit theieto from the 
said warehouse, any quantity of country spirit lawfully 
imported by him under rule 

(r) Of country fennenfed liquor, by licensed retail vendors. — A 
licensed retail vendor of countiy feiinented liquor may 
possess at his licensed premises or in direct transit thereto 
any quantity of country fermented liquor obtained hy him 
in the manner prescribed in his license: 

Provided that no licensed wholesale dealer or lic enced retail vendor vshall 
possess at his licensed premises any (jnaiitity of pre]>ared ojiium or 
admixtures of opium or preparations or admixtures of ganja, charas or 
bhang. 

10. Without a license' or pass. — Any jierson may ])osse>s and transpoi t 
the articles mentioned in Pule G, in (jnantities not exceeding at one time 
those specified therein. 

Provided that the same shall have been — 

(«) in the case of raw opium, eharus, gauja, bhang, country spirit 
and country fermented liquor, lawfully imported under 
Rule 6 or lawfully purchased from a licensed lelail vendor, 

(6) in the case of admixtures of opium, pre]>ared opium, and 
preparations and admixtures of charas. ganja or bhang, 
lawfully imported under Rule 0, or lawfully manufrictured 
fi'om raw o])iuin, charas, ganja or bhang’, lowfully pur- 
chased from a licensed retail vendor or laAvfully imported 
under Rule 6 : 

Provided also that no assemblage of 2 or more persons shall possess 
collectively more than 1 tola in the aggregate of prepared opium.

12. Any person may manufacture, for private consumption and not 
for sale, from raw opium, charas, ganja or bhang lawfully in his posses- 
sion under E-ule 10, admixtures of opium, prepared opium, and prepa- 
rations and admixtures of charas, ganja or bhang.

13. Of raw opivm^ hij a licensed }idiolesale dealer . — Subject to the 
conditions of his license, a licensed wholesale dealer may sell raw opium, 
in quantities of not less than a seer at a time. 

{a) to another licensed wholesale dealer, 

{h) to a contractor for the retail sale of opium in the Bliopal State, 
(c) for export to a place beyond the limits of the Jiliopal State: 

Provided in cases {h) and (c), and also in the case of sale to a licensed 
wholesale dealer whose licensed j^remises are situated elsewhere than in 
the Sehore (hintonment, that he shall not permit the opium to be re- 
moved by the purchaser until the Superintendent’s permission for the 
export of the same shall have been obtained as requireil by Eule 8. 

14. Of raw opiam^ hy a licensed wliolcsalr dealer to a Gorernweni 
Medical Officer , — A li(‘ensed wliolesale dealer may sell manufactured 
opium in any quantity not less than \ seer at a time to a Government 
Medical Officer on tlui production of a special ])ermit from the Political 
Agent authorising tlie purchase of such opiujn for [medicinal]^ purposes. 

Note. — Such inuinits shall bo issued in duplicate. One <‘opy, Avith ibo date of 
the purchase and the quantity ei opium purchased endorsed on it by the Medical 
Oilicer, sliall be retainc’d by the licensed wholesale dealer a.s his authority for the 
sale. Ihe other copy with the name of the licensed wholesale dealer, tlie number 
of bis licjonse, and the amount sold endorsed on it by the licensed wliolesale dealer 
and sjjiiied by him, shall be returned by the Medical Officer to the Political Agent 
and ])y him forwarded to the propcu’ officer of the Bhopal State.

Provided that the same shall have been lawfully obtained by him in the 
manner prescribed in Pules 2 — 5, or in the case of (country fermented 
liquor in the manner prescribed in his license. 

Disposal of licenses for retail sale, 

Ifi. Licenses tor the sfile by retail of raw oj)ium, of (diaras, ganja and 
bhang and of cfmntry spirit at such shops as may from time to time be 
established by the Political Agent shall be sold by auction or otherwise 
disposed of by tbe Pcditical Agent with the concnrrence of the Excise 
Commissioner for Central India. The successful candidate should ordi- 
narily be re(|uired to de])osit two montbs’ license fees in advance as 
security for tbe fulfilment of the conditions of his license. Licenses 
should ordinarily comprise the conditions contained in the annexed 
forms and such other conditions as may be a})proved by tbe Political 
Agent with the ccmeurreiice of the Excise Commissioner for Central India.

No. 21i94-IJ.i dated the 12th December^ 1922 . — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 23 of tlie Central India, Cwalior and l{aj- 
putana Excise Law, 1922,^ the Ag-ent to the Governor General in Coitral 
India is pleased to make the followino- rules for the areas in Ceiitral 
India “[and Gwalior] to which the Law ap])lies, vi:,: — 


I . D E K J NITIONJS . 

1. These rules may be cited as iheCenlial India Morphine and Cocaine 
Riiles, 1922. 

2. In these rules, unless there is somethino- repugnant in tlie subject
